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Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Special.]— 
Members of the Senate are just beginning 
to wake up to the fact that there is strong 
pressure being brought to bear from power- 
ful sources to, expedite the passage of the 
pooling bill at this session of Congress at 
all hazards. In spite of the fact that the 
tariff is supposed to. engross the attention 

_ofevery one the members of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce have been 
busily engaged getting material together for 
the introduction of a comprehensive pooling 
pill on lines laid down by the railroads them- 
selyes. This, too, is in spite of the fact that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission is 
divided on the question of pooling, and also 
in spite of the fact that the trunk line pool 
case is now before the Supreme Court, and 
hence the pooling bill might be considered as 
an attempt to anticipate the decision of that 
tribunal which was foreshadowed in the 
- transmissouri cases. The Senators who 
have been objecting to this unheard of 
speed in passing a bill for the relief of the 
railroads of the country have at least un- 
earthed what they believe is the reason for 
the haste. . 
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There is a story afloat which has not yet 
been denied to the effect that when the 
great railroad corporations were appealed to 
for funds to help carry on the last campaign 
they were at first ratherslow.. All the argu- 
Ments advanced by Mr. Hanna as to the 

* danger to the country of the success of the 
silver movement and the danger to the 
railroads themselves of giving power to men 
who openly opposed all aggregation of 
wealth were in vain. 

The big railroad corporations of the East 
‘apparently by some preconcerted move de- 
cline to contribute at all unless they could 
make terms. Those terms were said to be 
the passage of a pooling bill on the lines 
of that originally passed by the House and 
which failed in the Senate. -Whether this 
story is true or not, it is a fact that a mem- 
ber of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion made the charge directly at a meeting 
ef the Senate committee on Inter-State

ELECTION ON A HOLY DAY MAY DIS- 
FRANCHISE 12,100 JEWS. 


Combination of Australian Ballot, the 
Feast of Shebnot, and the Religious 
Law Will Keep Strict Hebrews from 
the Polls on J@ne 7, Unless the 
Judges May Mark the Tickets for 
Them—Rabbi Bernstein States the 
Case. 


Because they will not make the sign of 
the cross on a Jewish holy day, 12,100 He- 
brew voters of Chicago will disfranchise 
themselves for the Judicial election on Mon- 
day, June 7. Most of them are Republicans. 
To vote the Australian ballot one muét mark 
a cross in a circle. Hence the Hebrew dis- 
franchisement. 

Only one way out of the difficulty. pre- 
sents itself. Those of the orthodox Jews 
who think such action religiously permissi- 
ble will ask the judges of election to make 
the crosses for them. 

The prohibition against personal marking 
of the cross does not apply to the liberal, 
English-speaking members of the greater 
Jewish congregations of the city, but to the 
smaller congregations in the Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
Eighteenth, and Nineteenth Wards, whose 
members speak foreign tongues, and which 
combined represent a Jewish voting popula-

Ex-Senator John J. Ingalls was on the 
floor of the Senate today for the first time 
probably since he was turned down and 
succeeded by the long-whiskered Populist, 
Mr. Peffer.

He was 
cordially greeted by one of his Republican 
successors, Lucien Baker, and Senator Cul- 
lom and others of his old friends dropped 
into the vacant place beside him to shake 
hands and talk over old times, but on the 
whole it was easily apparent that the dis- 
tinguished orator from bleeding Kansas re- 
ceived a rather frosty reception.

There is a choice plum at the disposal of 
President McKinley, which seems to have 
been overlooked by the grand army of of- 
fice hunters who have established them- 
selves in Washington since inauguration 
day. This place is Superintendent of the 
building in whieh the Congressional Library 
collection will be located, and besides be- 
ing a good paying position, for the salary is 
$5,000 a year, the tenure is practically for 
life. According to a provision in the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, unless an appoint- 
ment of Superintendent is made prior to 
July 1, 1897, the office will revert to Bernard 
R. Green, who was the assistant to General 
Casey, under whose administration the 
library building was completed. While the 
finishing touches were being given the ex- 
terior, General Casey, who was superin- 
tending the work personally, was stricken 
with apoplexy, and taken to his residence 
in this city, where he died a few hours later. 
Since his death Mr. Green has acted as Su- 
perintendent of the building, and an earnest 
effort is being made to secure his retention 
without the necessity of a nomination being 


made to Congress. :

Thus far. however, no application has been 
filed for this place, which is eonsidered one 
of the best under the government, and is 
practically a sinecure so far as work is con- 
cerned. All that is necessary will be the se- 
lection of capable men for the subordjnato 
places, and the Superintendent will have 
under his control about one hundred and ten 
employés, and a pay-roll approximating a 
quarter of a million dollars annually.

Rabbi Bernstein Explains. 


When the visitor was covered Rabbi Bern- 
stein explained:

Orthodox 
Jews will not make the sign of the cross or 
perform any work of reading or writing on 
a Jewish holy day. 

“I know one would have to make an ‘ X’ 
if he voted at all—any ticket. The ticket 
voted does not enter into the question in 
any form. The sixth and seventh days of 
June of each year are observed by our peo- 
ple as holy days in commemoration of the 
passage of seven weeks succeeding the 
Passover, in which time the grain ripens 
and becomes ready for harvest. Work of 
every kind is suspended on these days by the 
orthodox Jews. 

‘“*I think you will find by inquiry that 
members of the larger congregations in the 
North and South Divisions of the city will 
not observe this matter so far as the election 
fs concerned, but our people will not vote.”’ 

The other rabbis present were of the same 
opinion as Rabbi Bernstein and so expressed 
themselves.

‘*‘ Now for another!” cried Conrad. 

Again the three were served. - 

As soon as mild exhilaration ensued the 
little glasses were despised. Larger and 
larger grew the beakers until beer goblets 
were used by the drinkers. 

At 2 o’clock Conrad was so drunk he was 
helped into a little back room and placed 
in a chair. The upper part of his body and 
His arms and head sprawled over the table 
in front of him.

The police shook Conrad. He did not 
awake. They listened for his breathirig and 
felt for heart beats without result. Then 
they sent for the ambulgnce. Conrad was 
taken to Rolston’s undertaking parlors. 

At the hospital it was said Eisleben was 
fearfuily intoxicated and in a serious con- 
dition. but the doctors held out hope that 
he would recover. Late last night he had not 
regained consciousness.

Just before Allen introduced his bill @ 
trade was made between the street car peo- 
ple and the friends of half a dozen other 
measures. Fuller of Boone has a butterine 
bill which has been before the House for 
some time. It is on third reading, and its 
chances of passage were none too good. 
There has been an undercurrent of talk here 
for many days that some countrymen were 
going to vote for the street car bills in return 
for votes for the butterine measure. No- 
body paid any attention to this chaff, but it 
came out in the wash today. For so soon 
as the street car bill was sent to second 
reading and made a special order the butter- 
ine bill was picked up bodily and shot over 
into the Senate by a three-quarter vote of the 
House. The street car people did the work, 

A couple of chaps over on the Illinois River 
have been working nearly all session fora 
bill regulating bumboats. They will get 
their bumboat bill in return for suppuorting 
the Allen measure today. There were some 
trades on dog bills and sheep bills and hedge 
fence bills, and in this and in other ways the 
Allen measure got enough votes to senc it to 
second reading. 


Curtis’ Untimely Illness. 

Mr. Selby of Sangamon was in the chair 
at the request of Speaker Curtis. The gen- 
tleman from Iroquois has been ill for a day 
or two. Something is the matter with his 
jaw. A great diversity of opinion exists as 
_to the exact ailment with which the Speaker 
‘is sorely afflicted. Some people say it isan 
ulcerated tooth; others declare it is a gumi- 
boil; and still more say he is cutting a wis- 
dom tooth. But, boil, or tooth, he did not 
officiate in the House yesterday or today 
either. It is said on pretty good authority 
that Mr. Curtis was told yesterday he must 
not put Selby in the chair because Selby was 
a friend of the street car bills. C is said 
‘to have told Selby he must not let 
car be advanced without a two-thirds 
vote of the House. Tonight Curtis says that 
Selby disregarded his instructions. It is ah- 
other case of ‘didn’t know the gun was 
loaded."” Instructions or no instructions, 
Selby’s ruling boosted the street car bill into 
second reading and made it a special order 
for tomorrow morning. . 


Great Fight on the Floor. 

There was a great fight on the floor of the 
House over the matter. Allen made his r 
port, and asked that the bill be made a spe- 
cial order for tomorrow morning. Selby 
held that this only required a majority vote, 
a quorum voting, and not a two-thirds vote, 
such as it required to suspend the rules, 
The street car people had, with the assist- 
ance of the butterine folks, and the bumboat 
folks, and the sheep, dog, and stray cow 
folks, a majority of the Hotse, but they 
did not have two-thirds. If Selby had held 
that they required a two-thirds vote it would 
have been all up with the Allen bill, but he 
took the other tack. 

Needles promptly appealed from the de- 
cision of the Chair, and the House sustained 
Selby by a vote of yeas 76 to nays 65. Then 
came the motion to advance the bill and set 
it down for special hearing, and it was car- 
ried by an ¢yelash, and a short one at thet.

TALK ON LITTLER BILL 


SANGAMON SENATOR ARGUES FOR HIS 
RAILWAY MEASURE. 


Tries to Obtain a Favorable Réport 
from Senate Judiciary Committee, 
but Fails—Senator Warder Opposes 
It and Action Is Deferred—Littler 
Sees No Objection to Thousand-Year 
Franchises—His Opponent Believes 
in Regarding Voice of the Peeple. 


Springfield, [ll., May 26.—The Senate Ju- 
dicilary committee this afternoon consid- 
ered Senator Littler’s bill cencerning street 
railroads. No conclusion was arrived at, 
the only vote taken disclosing the absence 
of a quorum and causing the immediate ad- 
journment of the committee. It is possible 
that the committee will take up the bill 


again tomorrow, though Senator Littler de- 


clared during the meeting of the committee 
today that to defer action on the bill for 
another day would amount practically to its 


| defeat. 


Senator Littler addressed the committee 
at some length in support of the bill. He 
Said in part: 

“ This bill was drawn by the President of 
the Springfield City railway. It seems to 
be a conceded fact that the present statute 
on the subject of street railways needs 
some amendment as well in the interest of 
the people as of the railways themseives. 
The pith and marrow of this bill are to be 
found in such portions as I shall read. In 
the first place this bill makes the consent 
of a majority of the owners of property 
along the streets on which the road is pro- 
posed to be located a jurisdictional fact, and 
until they get a peTition signed by the own- 
ers of a majority of the property—until that 
jurisdictional fact is established—the Coun- 
cil has no power whatever to grant a charter 
for a new road and ary abutting landholder 
shall have the right, by proper legal pro- 
ceeding, to declare any such ordinance void. 


Quotes from the Bill. 


“Let me read from the bill: 

** No such contest shall be granted in any city, 
incorporated town, or village, except upon the 
petition of said corporation and the petition of 
the owners of land representing more than one- 
frontage of the street, or so much 
thereof as is sought to be used for railroad pur- 
poseS, and when the street, or part of street, 
sought to be used shall be more than one mile in 
extent no petition of landowners shall be valid 
unless the same shall be signed by the owners of 
land representing more than one-half of the 
frontage of each mile and of the fraction of a mile, 
if any, in excess of the whole miles of such street, 
or part of street, sought to be used for railroad 
purposes, measuring from the initial point named 
such petition. The presentation of said peti-

Warder Makes Reply. 

Senator Warder spoke against the bill and 
in favor of the motion to postpone.

“The vital principle of this bill is that it 
clothes municipal corporatfons with the 
power to grant franchises to street railways 
for fifty years. I understand that is also the 
vital principle of the Allen bill, which is 
now pending in the House. If that passes 
the House we can then take it up in the 
Senate. I amin favor of the postponement 
of this bill because I don’t think this is wise 
legislation for us at this time. }{ do rot 
think that the street railways throughout 
the country outside of Chicago are demand- 
ing this legislation. This fight has been 
waged without the interference of the own- 
ers of this kind of property outside of (hi- 
cago, perhaps excepting the President of the 
Springfield railway company. In most of 
these cities the street railway is an enter- 
prise that is welcomed not only by the 
Council but by the people, and in these cities 
up to this time they are not in receipt of 
such an income as would Suggest to any one 
the idea of a confpensation for their fran- 
chises, We have two small companies in 
my city of Cairo, and I knew that they have 
never paid a dividend on their stock, and 
they have never paid the interest on their 
bonds. ? 

“Il object to all this legislation because I 
belicve it is unwise at this time. These Chi- 
cago companies have six years before their 
franchises expire. I admit this is a much 
milder bill than the Humphrey bills. It 
leaves the whole matter to the local author- 
ities, to the City Council. But it seems to 
me that the public sentiment in Chicago and 
throughout the State is opposed to this class 
of legislation. 


Extends Power of Municipalities. 

“ This’.bill proposes one important revo- 
lution. It extends to these municipal cor- 
porations the power to create a franchise 
for fifty years.

“Tam not bound by Mr. Yerkes. I do not 
care what Mr. Yerkes is in favor of. The 
fact that Mr. Yerkes has offered a bill here 
which the Senator does not indorse does not 
give him the right of a patent on any proyo- 
sition contained in that bill, and I. want this 
committee to treat this bill as an original 
proposition, independent of Mr. Yerkes or 
Mr. anybody else. The Senator thinks that 
there is nobody interested in this question 
except the peoplé of Chicago. Chicago is a 
great big town, of course. But in my legis- 
lative action I try to take in the people of 
the whole State of Illinois.

Springfield, Ill., May 26.—[Special.J— 
Workers for and friends of a new primary 
election law, which it is believed will be of 
great benefit to the people of Chicago, are 
in high feather tonight In like proportion 
to their gratified feelings leaders and 
manipuators of both the Republican and 
Democratic machines are in gloomy spirits. 
Greatly to their surprise, the Senate bill de- 
feated last week was called up this morning 
cn a motion to reconsider the vote. This 
was done as the result of a hasty conference 
held between Senator Crawford, father of 
the measure, and several men who arrived 
on the morning train from Chicago to push 
the matter through. Mr. Crawford made 
the motian to reconsider, and in doing 80 
said that unless this was done now it would 
be impossible to do anything this session in 
the way of passing a primary election bill. 

‘*T believe,” said he,’ that the members of 
the Republican side cannot do a better thing 
for thelr party than to vote for a compulsory 
law.’” Then the vote on his motion was 
taken and carried 37 to 8,

Senator McKinlay opposed the bill on the 
ground that it.was not constitutional in 
that it provided that the Judges should re- 
ceive additional compensation. 

Senator Crawford said that the additional 
compensation was merely for expenses. 
The bill was passed with the emergency 
clause by a vote of 34 yeas to8 nays. 


In the House: 

Mr. Sherman's bill increasing the salary of 
the Warden of the Joliet Penitentiary from 
$2,500 to $4,000 per annum was passed—yeas 
0, nays 3). 

The bill of Mr. Murray of Sangamor, pre- 
scribing the qualifications of school teachers, 
was killed. 

The Senate bill to revise the law in rela- 
tion to the commitment and detention of 
lunatics was taken up on second reading. 

Mr. Needles moved to strike out the en- 
acting clause. 

‘ There are,’ said he, ‘‘ in this State over 
two thousand insane people with no pro- 
vision for keeping thém. The law now is 
that just as fast as accommodations are 
offered these people are committed to the 
State hospitals. The object of this bill is 
to immediately transfer about a thousand 
insane persons from the Cook County hos- 
pitals and rush them into our State institu- 
tions. Every county in this State has its 
tull quota in the State institutions 
Cook County has long ago had its quota. 
The insane hospital at Kankakee is alinost 
entirely filled up with insane people from 
Chicago. I am perfectly willing that when 
the State hospitals now under construc- 
tion are completed these people shall be 
transferred, but the law is ample and suf- 
ficient now."’

HOUSE CIGARET BILL 1S KILLED,

Ww. A. S. Graham, representing President 
William R. Harper of Chicago University, 
read a letter received today from Mr. Har- 
per, in which he said it would be disastrous 
to the best educational interests of children 
in the public schools if the bill providing for 
a uniform system of text books: was passed, 
and would set the schools back many years. 
State uniformity of books was a condition 
that would retard the progress of school 
children. 

Chairman Murray of the House Committee 
on Education took the floor a few moments 


-and emphatically declared himself against 


the bill He said that Indiana has a uniform 
system of schoolbooks with very unsatisfac- 
tory results, as it gives the schools in that 
State'a low standard of school books. He 
said the uniform plan would require a pub- 
lisher to give a $300,000 bond to secure a Con- 
truct for even one book, and that would 
result in the formation of a big combine 
among the publishers and the school chil- 
dren would have to take what they could get.

TAX LEVY BILL‘ 1S INTRODUCED. 


Provides for Raising %4,600,000 for 
the Year 1897—Levy Will Be 
58 or GO Cents.

Springfield, Lll., May 26.—[Special.]—Late 
this afternoon Chairman Thomas of the 
House Committee on Finance introduced by 
unanimous consent a modest little bill of 
importance in inverse ratio to its length. 
It was ordered printed and to a second read- 
ing, and will be considered tomorrow morn- 
ing. It is known as the tax levy bill. It 
prescribes the amount of money to be raised 
by taxation, as follows: 


For general State purposes, $3,600,000 upon > 


the assessed value of property for the year 
1807, and $%,000.000 for the year 1898 for 
school purposes; $2,000,000 for the years 1897 
and 18908 in lieu of the two mill tax. 

The amounts in this bill are always based 
on the wants of the State government as 
evidenced by the appropriations, According 
to the testimony of experts the tax levy 
will be from 58 to 60 cents if the valuation 
of all the taxable property of the State is 
made the same as it was two years ago.

Private Papers Found in the Logans- 
port Bank Show Large Losses in 
Grain, Oil. and Mines.

Loganspert, Ind., May 26.—[Special.]— 
Notwithstanding the declarations of John 
I’. Johnson that he never speculated unduly 
in, margins, the truth came to light this 
morning when National Bank Examiner 
Caldwell discovered the private correspond- 
ence of the banker in the inner vault at the 
bank. A big bunch of letters addressed to 
the ex-President, comprising correspond- 
ence with brokers and partners in wildcat 
speculations, covering a period of two years, 
was brought to light, together with the 
banker's private letter- book of letters writ- 
ten by him, 

These letters show conclusively that John- 
son's downfall was due to speculation in 
grain on the Chicago and Toledo boards, to 
speculations in phosphate beds in Virginia, 
and to investments in wildcat mining prop- 
erty in Colorado and ‘Wyoming. His losses 
in these three directions will aggregate 
almost $300,000. The investment in phos- 
phate mining was made in partnership with 
ex-United States Treasureg J. N: Huston 
of Connersville, Ind, } 

Johnson's last big deal was in oil and gas 
land leases in the vicinity of Gas City. The 
brokers who: were making his leases scat- 
tered the funds right and left. -It is believed 
that $50,000 or $100,000 went in this direc- 
tion. Johnson has, from the evening before 
the day on which the bank was closed, mani- 
feated an intense desire to get into the bank 
vaults, in order, so he said, that he might 
leave things in proper shape, but he was 
not permitted to do so. 

indianapolis, Ind., May 26.—[ Special. ]— 
When the grand jury reported on the 
swindling Logansport banker, John F. John- 
son, today it was found he had violated 
every statute of the national banking law 
and the United States Attorney had 167 
counts against him, Indictment papers, 
however, were made out for only nine 
counts, on which Johnson will be given a 
hearing tomorrow. United States Attorney 
Wishard says Johnson will plead guilty and 
be sentenced on one count and the others 
will be held over his head and brought up 
against the bank wrecker at the discretion 
of the court after he has served his first 
term.

sia, made to Berlin. Germany, in addition 
to objecting to sign the note until Greece 
consented to abide by the terms agreed 
upon, objected to the indemnity clause, be- 
ing opposed to the principle of indemnity 
being settled forthwith and on the basis of 
the present resources of Greece. 
s attitude upon the part of Germany is 
attributed to a desire to rearrange the 
k finances in a manner giving better 
security to the German bondholders.

The Athens correspondent of the Standard 
reports an interview with M. Ralli in the 
course of which the Premier said he was 
yery grateful to England for her firmness, 
as this might result in saving the corn crop 
in Thessaly, valued at £1,000,000.

Constantinople, May 26.—The council of 
Ministers today discussed at length the col- 
lective note of the powers. It was decided 
to prolong the armistice with Greece in- 
definitely. : 

The Ministers refused to even discuss the 
abandonment of Thessaly, but agreed to 
leave the other points involved to the ar- 
bitration of the powers. 

Khalil Rifast Pasha, the Grand Vizier, 
presented a statement to the Sultan on 
flaturday last, declaring that the successes 
'_ @f the Turkish army had revived the ardor 
of the nation, who, thereby reunited, would 
surround the throne in an invincible phalanx. 

The Grand Vizier urged the Sultan to re- 
gard the powers as enemies who are plotting 
to destroy Turkey, and said: ‘If we yield 
to European pressure we shall alienate the 
Mussulmans. Therefore I implore your 
Majesty, for the sake of your victorious an- 
céstors, to retain Thessaly.”’ 

The Grand Vizier then recalled questions 
of the past, including. the Armenia matter, 
regarding which the Sultan refused to be 
dictated to, with the result that he gained 

& Victory. He urged that his Majesty be 

' guided by these examples now, and said that 

if his advice was unpalatable he begged to 
Tesign. 

Note of the Powers. 

"The text of the note presented to the 

~ Porte yesterday by the representatives of 

the powers has not yet been made public, 

but it is known that it expresses the grati- 

fication of the European governments at the 

Suspension of hostilities between Turkey 
and Greece, and also recognizes the right 
of Turkey to a rectification of the frontier 

and to demand the payment of war indem- 

nity by Grece in proportion to the resources 
of that country. 

The note cohcludes by informing the Porte 
that the foreign diplomats are prepared 
to discuss the terms of peace with the Turk- 
ish Foreign Minister or any other represent- 
ative of the Ottoman government.

Story of the Finances. 

‘* Athens, May 26.—The patriotic war of de- 
fense has sucked our coffers dry and impov- 
erished the nation. It has cost $7,590,000 
cash already, without more fighting, and will 
cost $12,000,000. The general loss is tremen- 
dous—not less than $32,000,000. We cannot 
cede any territory nor pay any money. If 
we should pay indemnity we should have to 
default in the payment of the national bonds 
and the European holders of them would 
lose for the profit of Turkey. The loss of 
Thessaly means a falling off of $2,000 ,OUO 
from the ordinary revenue. 

“The war has not cost Turkey proportion- 
ately. The Turkish troops are never paid; 
ours are. Besides, the Turks captured 2v,- 
000,000 pounds of flour. They have lived 


well.”’ 
(The foregoing is from M. Simopoulos, the 


Minister of Finance. He guarantees the 
statement, but declines to sign it because his 
conservative estimates are not exact fig- 
ures.) 

Why the Army Lost. 

‘“ Athens, May 26.—From a military point 
of view Greece lost by opposing vastly su- 
perior numbers with an ill-supplied, hastily 
mobilized mob of recruits, handicapped bya 
lack of horses and without cavalry—the eyes 
ofanarmy. It was like pitting a boy against 
a man with telescopes. The Greek is brave, 
and if trained is the best soldier in Europe, 
and intelligent. The Turk fights well. He 
is a fatalist. Death in battle means sure 
paradise to him. Against such fanaticism 
old troops were needed. 

“The Greeks have no annual field ma- 
neuvers, lack of which prevented the train- 
ing of. officers and men. The mistakes of our 
Generals would not have been made if they 
had been accustomed to the handling of 
large bodies of men. We will take a lesson 
from adversity and’ be prepared. We cannot 
yield to Turkey the frontier strategic points, 
for brigands would utilize them to ravage 
Thessaly. Moreover, new defenses cost 


heavily. 
“The whole war was little against big. 


Crown Prince Constantine had 30,000 troops 
against 70,000 directed by the masterly 
mind of the best tactician of a European 
nation—not Turkey. Furthermore, he had 
eleven batteries to silence twenty.

* Athens, May 26.—Equity demands that 
Greece, defeated, be hel scathless. Mura- 
vieff, the Russian Foreign Minister, can- 
vassed the powers before the beginning of 
hostilities and announced that the aggressor, 
if victorious, could not be allowed one 
pithami of soil nor one drachma of money 
from the vanquished. If this is so, Turkey 
must immediately evacuate Thessaly, for 
Turkey was the aggressor, technically and 
actually; she declared war without justifi- 
cation. Turkey may claim two occurrences 
as such—the landing of Greek troops in Crete 
and later the crossing into Turkey of some 
armed bands. The Cretan proposition can- 
not stand,’ because the powers authorized 
the landing by permitting it, because later 
they terminated Crete as a cause for war by 
the blockade, and because international law 
recognizes the right of a nation to protect 
its coreligionists anywhere from massacre. 
Greek attempted this. The so-called inva- 
sion of Turkey by Greek bands cannot hold 
as the Mosiems ‘claim. The few men crossed 
against thé effort of the Greek Government, 
and were not Greek subjects—certainly nat 
Greek soldiers. They mostly were Mace- 
donians, subjécts of the Sultan. If the 
powers allow power to give way to right, 
Greece has nothing to fear from the decision.

LIFE SENTENCE FOR HIS BRUTALITY. 


Gregoire, a Paris House Painter, Pun- 
ished for Maltreating His Son—His 
Wife Also Imprisoned. 


Paris, May 26.—The three days’ trial of 
Gregoire, a house painter; Mile. Deshayes, 
his mistress; and Mme. Gregoire, his 
mother, dll charged with inhuman brutality 
toward Pierre Gregoire, son of the male 
prisoner, in December last, when the revela- 
tions made caused a sensation in Paris, and 
earned for the child the name of “ La Petit 
Martyr,” has just ended. Gregoire today 
was sentenced to the full penalty, imprison- 
ment for life at hard labor. 

Mile. Deshayes and Mme. Gregoire were 
condemned to five years ‘imprisonment at 
hard labor. Intense feeling was manifested 
against the prisoners, and the people in the 
courtroom cried ‘‘ Death to them.”

Jonas Kaufman, a pickle dealer at 194 
Leavitt street, has preferred charges against

Kaufman told Captain Barcal Lieutenant 
Loughran had solicited money from him 
when he was under arrest on Monday for 
driving over Walter Gurginson, a cyclist, 
injuring him so he had to be taken to the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital.

CONSUL FORCES A RETRACTION 
FROM SPAIN’S ATTORNEY.

Every Effort Is Beink Made by Wey- 
ler’s Henchmen to Delay the Ruiz 
Investigation — Original Evidence 
Sent to Madrid—Plan to Clear the 
Prison Officials by Perjured Testi- 
mony—Difficult to Secure the Pres- 
ence of Fonsdeviela.

Havana, via Key West, Fla., May 26.— 
[Copyright, 1897, by W. R. Hearst.]—When 
the news that Morgan's resolution had 
passed the Senate became public in Havana 
on Saturday night, Sefior Congosto, Spain's 
special commissioner in the Ruiz case, made 
the open assertion in the Hotel Inglaterra 
smoking-room that Consul General Lee was 
to blame for it, alleging that a great con- 
spiracy existed between American Consuls 
in Cuba and partisans of the Cuban cause 
in the United States, and intimating the ap- 
propriation of funds to succor American 
citizens here to be a part and parcel of the 
plan to bring about friction, irritate Spain, 
and eventually prompt serious troubles. 

General Lee, learning about Congosto’'s re- 
marks, went to that gentleman a few min- 
utes later, demanding an immediate and full 
retraction, which Congosto reluctantly 
gave. 

Despite the efforts of mutual friends to 
keep the incident quiet the news leaked out, 
and the affair is now the topic of private dis- 
cussion in local clubs and city cafés. 

La Von de Cuba, in an editorial leader 
today, demands the exclusion of a number of 
American papérs from.the island and the 
confiscation of all Madrid newspapers dar- 
ing to criticise Weyler in any way. La 
Carta del Sabado also attacks the American 
press, demanding the expulsion of their cor- 
respondents from Cuba. 


Ruiz Inguiry Is Blocked. 

The Congosto-Lee commission of inquiry 
into the Ruiz case has so far accomplished 
nothing. When the Consul General, accom- 
panied by Commissioner Calhoun and Sec- 
retary Fishback, went over to Guanabacoa 
they found everything had been cut and 
dried by Commissioner Congosto and his 
Spanish coadjutors here. The prisoners, po- 
litical and criminal, in the jail where Ruiz 
met his death, who are usually kept in close 
confinement, were walking about the yard 
and promptly lined up, anxious, apparently, 
to earn the pardons reported to have been 
promised them to perjure themselves in 
Spain's favor if called to the witness stand 
by any member of the commission. 

One, alleged to have been a trusty, doing 
service as guard before Ruiz's cell, was 
ready to swear that he sat silently by for 
half an hour and heard Ruiz beating his 
head against the iron door; then,-he says, he 
heard a dull thud, looked, and saw tho 
American lying upon the floor in the agonies 
of death. 

Another said he had known the deceased 
for years and never regarded him as being 
altogether right in his mind. 

A third was anxious to give testimony to 
the effect that his grandmother had told 
him that several of Ruiz's ancestors had 
been subject to epileptic fits. ’ 

Congosto, as I understood it, wished to 
pass lightly over the original and principal 
pomt raised by the Américans to the effect 
that whatever might be the manner in which 
Ruiz met. his death, his end came while il- 
legally and secretly held tncommunicado 
in a military prison beyond the limit spec- 
ified by treaty, and therefore in violation 
of the same, and make the secondary ques- 
tion, that of his alleged assassination, the 
whole issue. 


Discussion Became Heated. 

Supported by Calhoun, Lee opposed this, 
the discussion with Congosto and his coun- 
sel becoming quite heated before the meet- 
ing closed. 

After returning to Havana Lee and Cal- 
houn senta note to Congosto demanding that 
the original evidence taken by civil as well 
as military authorities in the Ruiz case, in- 
cluding the written declarations of witnesses 
called in such preliminary proceedings, be 
supplied to Secretary Fishback for transla- 
tion into English for examination by Consul 
and counsel before the next meeting of the 
commission. | 

Congosto repHed that all these original 
documents had gone to Madrid some time 
ago. Since this response came, however. 
by mutual agreement certified copies have 
been accepted and are under examination. 
But there is nothing but the assurance of 
Judge Vidal and other Spanish court officials 
to show that these papers supplied are gzen- 
uine and verbatim extracts from the record, 
as the American delegates have been offered 
no opportunity to personally examine the 
archives. 

Friends of Fonsdeviela claim that Tejerizo, 
his successor as military commander of the 
town, has purposely held back certain pa- 
pers in order to screen Maruri, the Alcalde, 
from possible censure at the commission's 
hands for failure to comply with an order 
alleged to have been issued by Fonsdeviela 
some days previous to Ruiz’s death, directing 
that he be released from solitary confine- 
ment and permitted to communicate with 
his family and friends. 


Fonsdeviela in the Field. 

Congosto, I understand, has opposed the 
expressed wish of the American delegates 
that Fonsdeviela be brought before the com- 
mission. He is absent and in active field 
service, it is explained, and cannot well ob- 
tain permission. to come to Guanabacoa. It 
is believed in view of this that Lee and Cal- 
houn will not ask to have any other wit- 
nesses summoned or put any cross-questions 
to others which Congosto may call, the docu- 
mentary evidence on hand being regarded 
as quite sufficient, after exceptions be noted, 
to justify the American contention as to 
flagrant violation of the treaty, and warrant 
Lee's original assertion that the prisoner 
Gied from harsh treatment while illegally in- 
communicado. 

Translations being ready, a second formal 
meeting of the commission had been ar- 
ranged for this afternoon at the Hotel In- 
glatera, when the exceptions of opposing 
counsel will be noted and trivial points at 
issue amicably discussed. A third meet- 
ing may be had in Guanabacoa tomorrow 
or Friday. Then the inquiry will be closed 
and reports drawn up. : 

Mr. Fishback, who expects to leave on 
Saturday for Washington via Tampa, will 
probably be the bearer of important dis- 
patches from Calhoun. Calhoun will linger 
here until Thursday of next week, and re- 
turn per direct New York steamer. 

Havana’s new Governor, the Marquis de 
Palmetola, is determined that no harm 
shall. come to McKinley’s commissioner 
while here. As a precaution Police In- 
spector Bsealante and half a dozen secret 
service men in citizens’ clothes dog al- 
houn’s fotsteps all. day long, and watch his 
hotel at night. People seen talking with 
him are likewise spotted, their names ob- 


tained, and the gist of their conversation, 


if these government spies be able to catch it, 
reported at once to the palace. Many mem- 
bers of this special detective force under- 
stand English, and they appear specially 
alert when any Cuban resident or American 
newspaper correspondent is seen to ap- 
proach Calhoun. 


GOMEZ COMING TO SEE MKINLEY?

General Maximo Gomez, commander-in- | 


chief of the Cuban army, is about to visit the 
United States to confer with President Mc- 
Kinley and Secretary Sherman with ref- 
erence to this government's attitude in Cu- 
ban affairs. Local Cuban leaders when seen 
would neither deny nor affirm the news, but 
it is known that Gomez has decided upon 
coming within a few weeks and that he will 
proceed at once to Washington. 

The Havana advices, which are from the 
Cuban junta in that city, state that Gomez, 
for the time being, will resign his position 
as commander-in-chief in favor of General 
Calixto Garcia, and that Gomez will then 
be made Secretary of War in place of Gen- 
eral Roloff. This latter is to enable Gomez 
to leave Cuba, a thing he could not do prop- 
erly while remaining head of the revolution- 
ary army. 

It is stated that Gomez has had the idea 
of visiting the United States under consider- 
ation for some time past. He has believed 
that the condition of Cuba has not been 
properly laid before the American Govern- 
ment, and he feels that should he personally 
see the President a firmer policy with regard 
to Cuba would be instituted. 


HAVANNA NEWSPAPERS GET OFFENSIVE 


Advise the People of the United States 
That Spain Will Fight if 
Bothered,

Havana, May 26.—El1 Diario de la Marina 
in a leading editorial today says: 

“We see in the American newspapers 
evidence that there are certain social classes 
in the United States not sufficiently alive 
to the importance of the advice: ‘ Don’t 
monkey with the lion’s tail.’ These 
classes ara remarkable for the eager- 
ness with which they invade jurisdiction in 
affairs, which, like the Cuban war, are ex- 
clusively the affairs of Spain. 

“The persistence with which they recog- 
nize the belligerencytof the insurgents is 
crazy and ridiculous. The important con- 
servative interests of the United States 
should not forget that the patience of Spain 
may soon become exhausted. The Spanish 
Government has given abundant proofs of 
its good will by ignoring the many incon- 
veniences that have been caused by resolu- 
tions in Congress. Those interests ought 
to be thankful to us for our abnegation. 
We have suffered. But in case the sword 
should be unsheathed Spain would certainly 
not be the heaviest loser in the fight. 

“Spain has sent 200,000 men to Cuba to 
settle a domestic difficulty. What would 
she not do in the event of a foreign war 
with the nation which for a century has 
abused our patience by ignoring Spanish 
honor and chivalry. President McKinley 


should consider this carefully, and if he is 


to deal with us as enemies let him take the 
advice of an enemy and no longer trifle 
with us.,’”’ 

To Carry Provisions to Cuba. 

New York, May 26.—[Special.]—The offer 
of the Ward Line Steamship company to 
carry the provisions and medicines for the 
relief of suffering Americans in Cuba, for 
which Congress has appropriated $50,000, 
has been practically accepted by the State 
Department. Cuban $5 and $10 bonds made 
their first appearance today. The issue will 
amount to $1,000,000,

Gen. Lee Has Sufficient Supplies. 
Washington, D. C., May 26.—Consul-Gen- 
eral Lee cabled the State Department today 
from Havana that the amount of suprlies 
he has now on hand there for the relief of 
American citizens in distress is abundant, 
and will last for some time. 


ARE BURYING THEMSELYES ALIVE. 


Fanatical Followers of Raskolniki 
Are Practicing Self-Immolation— 
Twenty-four Bodies Recovered, 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, May 26.—Details have been re- 
ceived from Odessa of the self-immolation 
of a number of the fanatical followers of 
Raskolniki, a report of which- was first re- 
ceived two weeks ago. More than twenty- 
four bodies of persons who were buried alive 
have been recovered from a series of pits 
near Tirespol. The sect is a survival of the 
old dissenters who were persecuted in Rus- 
sia for twocenturies. Their treatment was 
worst under Empress Sophia, when thou- 
sands of them were knouted by the state. 
The result was that they became fiercely 
fanatical and invented a doctrine of salva- 
tion by martyrdom. They are now prac- 
ticing self-immolation. 

Six bodies were accidentally discovered 
on the premises of Feodore Kovaleff, who 
confessed that he had walled up in his cel- 
lar nine living persons, including his wife 
and two young children. He further ad- 
mitted that he had buried the other six 
while they were still alive in a specially 
excavated pit eight feet deep. Kovaleff de- 
clares that all these were voluntary vic- 
tims. ; 

In an adjoining garden belonging to Matvel 
Sukula four bodies were discovered in a 
pit. Sukula says that these were buried 
alive at their own request. 

A large number of persons, including many 
foreigners, among whom is an American 
touring party, are visiting the scene.

PORTER CALLS ON FAURE. 


NEW AMBASSADOR TO'FRANCE PRE. 
SENTS HIS CREDENTIALS, 


Delivers an Address in French Which 
Is Happily Responded To—Chief Ex- 
écutive.of the European Republic 
Insists That English Must Not Be 
Used—Gen. Porter Is Forced to Sub- 
mit to the Arrangement—Celebra- 
tion of Queen’s Birthday. 


Paris, May 26.—President Faure formally 
received the new United States Ambassador, 
General Horace Porter, today. 

Shortly before 5 o'clock a squadron of 
cuirassiers, with three carriages, one of 
them containing M. Crozier, the Director of 


the Protocol, and M. Mollard, the introducer 


of Ambassadors, drove up to the house in 
the Rue de Madrid, where General Porter 
is residing as the guest of General Winslow, 
to escort the United*States Ambassador to 
the Elysée Palace. On arriving the munici- 
pal band played.the ‘‘ Marseillaise’’ and 
the guard on duty presented arms. General 
Porter alighted at the entrance and was 
conducted by M. Crozier to the grand salon, 
where he was immediately introduced to 
President Faure and presented his creden- 
tials. The document was worded as fol- 
lows: 

“Willam McKinley, President of the 
United States of America, to his Excellency 
Felix Faure, President of the French Re- 
public: 

“Great and Good Friend: I have made 
choice of Horace Porter, one of our distin- 
guished citizens, to reside near the govern- 
ment of your Excellency in the quality of 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary of the United States of America. He 
is well informed relative to the interests of 
the two countries and of our sincere desire 
to cultivate to the fullest extent the friend- 
ship which has so long subsisted between 
us. My knowledge of his high character 
and ability gives me entire confidence that 
he will constantly endeavor to advance the 
interests and prosperity of both govern- 
ments and render his mission acceptable to 
your Excellency. I therefore request your 
Excellency to receive him favorably and 
give full credence to what he shall say in 
our behalf and to the assurances I have 
charged him to convey to you of the best 
wishes of this government for the prosperity 
of France. 

*““May God have your Excellency in his 
wise keeping. Washington, D. C., March 
31, 1897. Your good friend, 

** WILLIAM McKINLEY.”’ 
Porter Speaks in French. 

General Porter, in presenting his creden- 
tials, said in French: . 

** Monsieur le President: I have the honor 
to present you with a letter crediting me 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary of the United States of America. Itisa 
source of extreme gratification to me to be 
permitted to represent the chief republic of 
the new world at the seat of government of 
the chief republic of the old world. I have 
been charged with the very agreeavie duty 
of conveying to you the cordial good wishes 
of the eminent citizen recently inaugurated 
Chief Magistrate of the United States of 
America, and to assure you of the profound 
regard he entertains for you personally and 
of the high esteem in which he holds the 
people of France. The similarity of the 
forms of government of our respective coun- 
tries, the belief entertained by both in lib- 
eral political institutions, and the deep in- 
terest felt by each in the freedom, rights, 
and welfare of its citizens have created be- 
tween our peoples enduring bonds of sym- 
pathy. The alliance entered into by both 
countries when the American republic was 
initsinfancy, the blood shedin common in the 
cause of human liberty, and the traditional 
friendship continued through so long a 
period have established relations of amity 
which time should never be permitted to 
efface. | 

‘“*I take pleasure in assuring you that I 
should not represent faithfully the senti- 
ments of my government or of the American 
people if I failed to employ every endeavor 
upon my part to foster and strengthen the 
intercourse which now happily exists be- 
tween our two sister republics. 

‘* Trusting that our governments will co#- 
tinue to act in entire harmony, I beg 
you to accept personally the assurance of 
my deepest respect.”’ 

Reply of President Faure. 

President Faure replied in somewhat sim- 
ilar terms and expressed satisfaction of the 
sentiments and assurances, General Porter 
had uttered and assured him he would 
find them in France well disposed to second 
him in his efforts and that every facility 
would be given him to accomplish his mis- 
sion. 

General Porter then presented Mr. Henry 
Vignaud, Secretary of the United States 
embassy; Mr. E. E. Scott, the Second Sec- 
retary; Colonel S C. Kellogg, the United 
States military attaché, and Lieutenant 
Sims, the United States naval attaché. The 
ceremony lasted a quarter of an hour. 

When General Porter withdrew the mu- 
nicipal band played the ‘‘ Washington Post 
March." The Ambassador returned to the 
Rue de Madrid with the same ceremonial, 
escorted by the squadron of cuirassiers. 

General Porter later called upon M. Hano- 
taux, the Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

An unprecedented incident occurred upon 
the occasion of the presentation of General 
Porter’s credentials. The Ambassador 
wanted to deliver his speech at the Elysée 
palace in English, as the retiring United 
States Ambassador, Mr. James B. Eustis, 
had done, but the Director of the Protocol 
insisted that he must speak in French and 
General Porter was obliged to submit. Al- 
though on some previous occasions United 
States Ministers have spoken in French, 
this is the first time the point has been 
raised and formally maintained by the Pres- 
ident. 


CELEBRATION OF QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY. 


Ceremony of Trooping the Colors Per- 
formed in an Imposing Manner— 
Royalty Well Represented. 


London, May 26.—The official celebration 
of the Queen’s birthday was observed to- 
day in London with the usual closing of the 
courts and government offices, the ringing 
of the church bells, a display of flags, ar- 
tillery salutes, and the ceremony of troop- 
ing the colors on the Horse Guards Parade, 
in which the colonial troops now in London 
took part. Although this ceremony was 
somewhat marred by rain it was witnessed 
by large throngs of people. The New South 
Wales, Indian, and other detachments of 
colonial troops present attracted consider- 
able attention. 

The royal family was largely represented 
at the trooping of thecolors. The ceremony 
was unusually imposing. The Prince of 
Wales was attended by the Duke of York, 
the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of Con- 
naught, Prince Christian of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, Lord Wolseley, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the forces, and a large and brilliant 
staff, including an Indian aid-de-camp. The 
Prince was received with a royal salute, 
which was given by the Grenadier Guards, 
the Coldstream Guards, the Second Scots 
Guards, Second Life Guards, and the colo- 
nial troops. 

The Princess of Wales, the Duchess of 
Albany, the King and Queen of Wiirtem- 
berg, Prince and Princess Charles of Den- 
mark, the Duchess of Fife, the Duchess of 
Connaught, and others witnessed the cere- 
mony from the Commander-in-Chief’s room 
in the Horse Guards Building.

Makes a Futile Effort to Give

Cincinnati, O., May 26.—[Special.]—Orna- 
ment, the good, game, weight-carrying son 
of imported Order—Victorine, won the fif- 


_+ teenth Latonia Derby almost as he pleased. 
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Top weight was no more to him than “‘this- 
tledown and feathers’’ and he ran under it 
with the long, easy, free strides that show 
the racehorse. 

To see the Derby there was one of. the 
largest crowds that have ever been inside the 
whitewashed fence which incloses the pic- 
turesque racecourse at Latonia Springs. It 
was a popular victory. Not another horse 
had half Ornament’s number of admirers, 
albeit the one which followed him home, the 
sleek bay, F. F. V., had a far greater num- 
ber of backers. The others in the race were 
practically neglected and friendless, and 
when Endurance was cheered mildly for his 
successful effort to win third place the ap- 

use was quite as much for the boy who 
rode him, and the man who sent him to the 
t, as for the horse itself. 

There may have been 15,000 persons at the 
track. There were certainly more than 10,- 
ooo. The big grand stand was packed, the

APPROVE A TURF BILL. 


MEASURE FAVORABLY REPORTED 
BY LIVE STOCK COMMITTEE. 


Senator Fitzpatrick’s Bill Meets with 
More Favorable Consideration on 
Its Second Appearance—Has Been 
Amended So as to Pay Two Per Cent 
Instead of Five to the County—For- 
eign Betting Is Prohibited and Other 
Restrictions Placed Upon the Sport. 


Springfield, Ill., May 26.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Live Stock and Dairying ordered 
favorably reported today by a viva voce 
vote a substitute bill for Senator Fitzpat- 
rick'’s pool-selling bill. 

Senator Dwyer presided over the meeting 
in the absence of Chairman Willoughby. 
This bill differs from the original in that it 
provides that a tax of 2 per cent instead of 
5 per cent of the gate receipts on each day's 
meeting shall be paid into the county 
treasury of the county in which such meet- 
ing shall be held. 

There were only eight members of the 
committee present at the meeting. They 
were Senators Lundin, O’Brien, Curley, 
Evans, Bollinger, Fitzpatrick, Dwyer, and 
Morrison. 

The text of the bill ordered reported is as 


follows: 

An act regulating race courses and taxing the 
owners of racing enclosures and permitting and 
regulating bockmaking and pool selling on races 
bad therein. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the people of the 
State of Illinois, represented in the General As- 
sembly, that every person, firm, or corporation 
now or hereafter owning or conducting @ gees | 
enclosure, wherejn race meetings are held an 
povis are bought and sold, and books made on 
races run therein, as hereinafter provided, shall 
Sd to the State of Illinois for the rights granted 
yy this act a tax of 2 per cent of the gate re- 
ceipts for each and every day that such meetings 
are held on enclosures during race meetings, the 
same to be paid to the County Treasurer of the 
county wherein such racing enclosure is located, 
such payments to be made upon daliy reports to the 
County Treasurer, who shail give duplicate re- 
ceipts therefor, one of which. receipts shall be 
given to such owner or persons or corporations 
aforesaid, and the other receipt such owner shall 
mail to the State Treasurer of the State of Ilinois. 
Sald County Treasurer shall remit such tax 50 
received by’ him to the State Treasurer at the end 
of every six days, deducting therefrom the 2 per 
cent thereof allowed to him by law for making 
collections. e 

Sec. 2. At and during the time of every race 
meeting it shall be lawful to make books, buy and 
sell pools within every such racing enclosure, upon 
the result of any race, contest, or trials of speed 
and endurance between horses, to be actually had 
upon and within such racing enclosure during the 
meeting being heid, but no books shall be made 
or pools bought or sold at any other time or upon 
any race, event, contest, or trial that takes place 
outside of sald racing enc:osure. 

Sec. 3. Every racing enclosure under this act 
where books are made and pools bought and sold 
on the races had therein shall be not less than 
forty (40) acres in extent. 

Sec. 4. All race meetings provided for in this- 
act shall be held within the period of time be- 
tween the first day of May and the first day of 
November thereafter following of each year, and 
at no other time, and shall not exceed thirty (30) 
days in the aggregate in each year; and the race 
meetings shall be conducted between the hours of 
12 o’cloek noon and 7 o'clock in the afternoon of 
every day during said number of days, and be- 
tween said hours only ahall any — and book- 
making and rool selling be authorized or allowed 
upon the same racing enclosure. 

Sec. 5. Any person or persons, as individuals or 
officers or agents of any association or corporation, 


- giving any such race meeting, who shall permit 


books ta be made or pools to be bought or sold upon 
or within such racing enclosure, except as here- 
inbefore provided for and permitted, shall forfeit 
and pay to the county in which such meeting is 
held not less than two hundred do!lars ($200) nor 
more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) for every 
day such bookmaking and buying and selling of 
pools is permitted in violation of this act, the 
same to be sued for and recovered in the name of 
the peop ’e of the State of lllinois in any court hav- 
ing jurisdiction thereof. 

Any person or corporation who shall fail to pay 
the tax imposed upon him or it by this act shall 
forfeit and pay to the State of Illinois the sum 
of one thousand dollars ($1,000) a day for each day 
he or it fails to pay said tax, to be collected in any 
court having jurisdiction thereof. 

Sec. 6. All acts and parts of acts in so far as and 
to the extent that they conflict with Sec. two (2) 
of this act are hereby repealed.

ADA REHAN IN “LONDON ASSURANCE.” 


Efforts of the Star and Her Company 
Directed to Turning the Play 
into a Roaring Farce. 


Mr. Daly seems to think that plays, like 
wine, improve with keeping, for really 
**London Assurance’”’ has little to recom- 
mend it as a comedy except the fact that 
it- was written about forty years ago. Dion 
Boucicault, who was responsible for its cre- 
ation, made something of a name for him- 
self both as an actor and as the chief in- 
ventor of those Irish plays after the style 
of ** Colleen. Bawn,”’ which were so popular 
in the early '60s. As a dramatic author, 
however, he was absolutely incapable of 
presenting real life upon the stage even in 
his Irish pieces, and in ‘*‘ London Assur- 
ance,’” which came before he struck the 
Celtic vein, he showed himself not only 
ignorant of human nature, but utterly de- 
void of originality. 

The play is, in fact, nothing but a rehash 
of the best English comedies of the eight- 
eenth century. In Charles Courtleigh we 
havo an inferior Charles Surface; in the 
story we have many hints of Goldsmith. 
and in several of the incidents, especially 
the preparations for the duel, we have a 
direct imitation of *‘ The Rivals.’’ 

Add‘ to this the fact that whenever the 
characters indulge in serious conversation 
at ali—which mercifully is séldom—they 
give vent to the most impossible rhodo- 
montade that ever came from the lips of a 
heroine or hero in the novels of Jane Aus- 
ten, and it will be apparent that ‘‘ London 
Assurance ”’ is not a great work of dramatic 
art. 

To explain its popularity when it first 
graced the stage we must take into account 
the deplorable lack of good plays at the time 
of its production. For many years English 
theatergoers had been forced to content 
themselves either with mutilated versions 
of Shakspeare or valueless adaptations from 
the French, and when Dion Boucicault ap- 
peared on the scene with a so-called comedy 
which was English, at least in so far asit 
followed the best English models, it can 
hardly be wondered at that his patriotism, 
combined with a certain knowledge of stage 
mechanism, was greeted with loud applause. 

Nowadays there is only one way to treat 
** London Assurance ”’ and plays of a simi- 
lar nature, and that is to turn them into 
roaring farces; and Miss Ada Rehan and the 
rest of the company did their best last night 
at Hooley’s to follow out that idea. Mr. 
Charles Richman was, perhaps, the most 
successful in that respect. Indeed, he ap- 
pears to shine as a burlesque actor. His 
love scene with Miss Percy Haswell would 
make an excellent comic sketch for vaude- 
ville purposes. 

Miss Rehan herself—although inclined at 
times to fulfill her task as Lady Gay 
Spanker in a somewhat perfunctory man- 
ner—was, as usual, in her element as a gay 
woman of the world with sporting proclivi- 
ties, who had married her husband to ob- 
tain freedom in réturn for the protection 
which she extended to him. 

Mr. George Clarke was excellent as Daz- 
zie, and Mr. Tyrone Power was true to 
stage tradition in his character sketch of 
the elderly fop. 

Miss Percy Haswell played the part of 
Miss Harkaway with much spirit, and 
struggled effectively with the most appal- 
lingly artificial speeches that were ever put 
in a heroine’s mouth. 

It is impossible to call any play utterly 
bad when Miss Rehan is acting in it, for, 
however foolish the lines, she always in- 
vests them with a certain interest, and, 
however poor the character, she always suc- 
ceeds in winning the attention of the audi- 
ence. There was, however, for the most 
part, an air of spurious hilarity about the 
performance last night, which was not im- 
proved by the fact that the members of the 
company were not always sure of their lines. 

Altogether, ‘‘ London Assurance” has 
more in it as a play than “‘ The Wonder,” 
but fit has the disadvantage of being just 
half an hour longer. :

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FINDS A DIFFERENT FOE. 


DICK O’BRIEN EASILY DEFEATED BY 
“KID” M’COY IN TEN ROUNDS. 


New Aspirant to World’s Champion- 
ship Shows That He Has Greatly 
Improved Since He Fought a Draw 
with the Boston Man Two Years 
Ago—Has His Man Going When the 
Contest Is Stopped—McCoy Was a 
Strong Favorite in the Betting. 


New York, May 26.—[Special.]—Referee 
Charles White stopped the contest between 

Kid McCoy and Dick O’Brien tonight 
at the Palace Athletic ciub in the tenth 
round and awarded the decision to McCoy. 
O’Brien was helpless and at McCoy’s mercy 
when the referee interfered. 

McCoy fully justified the claims of his 
admirers as to his improvement. He landed 
almost at will on the Boston man during the 
entire contest, and seemed to be only toy- 
ing with his opponent until the fifth round, 
when he commenced to fight in real earnest 
and drew first blood, splitting O’Brien’s left 
eye wide open with a hard left-hand jab. 

Fully 6,000 people passed through the turn- 
stiles of the Palace Athletic club to see the 
fight between the middleweight boxers. 
McCoy, who recently returned from South 
Africa, and O'Brien met in Boston two years 
ago and fought twenty-five rounds to a 
draw. Tonight they met at catch weights 
for twenty-five rounds. O’Brien had the 
advantage in weight. The ‘‘ Kid’ was the 
favorite in the betting, as much as 100 to 40 
Being laid on him, and a ton of money was 
wagered on him at odds of 2 and 3to1l. 

McCoy was far the better ring general. 
He simply wore down his opponent, who, 
despite his gameness, was outclassed, and 
after they had only gone half through the 
tenth round Referee Charley White stopped 
the fight and declared McCoy the winner. 
O’Brien was badly beaten, and the action 
of the referee was commended by ail the 
spectators.

CLAPPS ARE ARRESTED IN CHICAGO. 


New York Brokers Taken on a War- 
rant Charging Transfer of Prop- 
perty to Defraud Creditors.

Oo iro W. Clapp and his son, Dwight O. 
Clapp, the New York brokers who failed on 
Ngv. 11, 1896, for $200,000, were arrested in 
this city yesterday on a warrant issued by 
Justice Martin. They &re wanted in New 
York to answer the complaint of one Albert 
Maas, who charges them with fraudulently 
disposing of real and personal property. 
Maas has a judgment, it is said, for upwards 
of $8,000 against the Clapps. 

The warrants for the arrest of the brokers 
‘were served by Detectives Cowdrey and Kip- 
ley while father and son were sitting in the 
office of Frank G. Logan, where they have 
been making their temporary headquarters 
ever since their arrival here last Thurs- 
day. They have been on the Board of Trade 
floor a number of times, and made no secret 
of their presence in Chicago. They were 
taken to the office of Captain Elliott in the 
City Hall, where they waited for their bonds- 
man, F. G. Logan, and later gave bonds in 
the sum of $2,000 each. The men were grant- 
ed a continuance by Justice Martin until 
June 3. They will not return to New York 
without requisition papers. 

Ozro W.*Clapp is a charter member of the 
Chicago Board of Trade. He left Chicago 
ten years ago, having been in the brokerage 
business continuously since 1858. 

The New York firm of Clapp & Co. hada 
wide reputation and good connections in this 
city. For a numberof years the firm got out 
an annual on the state of trade, and the work 
was regarded as an authortiy. The assets 
of the firm, it seems, became tied up in litiga- 
tion. The Clapps finally abandoned hope of 
resuming business successfully in New York 
and came to Chicago. 

They explain the arrest as an attempt to 
collect a civil debt through the criminal 


courts.

THE ALLEN-YERKES BILL. 

Yesterday afternoon Chairman Allen of 
the Judiciary committee reported to the 
House his bill which authorizes City Cuoun- 
cils to grant fifty-year franchises to street 
railroad companies. The Yerkes bill was 
not reported. It is believed if Yerkes sees 
he cannot get it through he will coacentrate 
his efforts on Chairman Allen’s production. 

That member comes from Vermilion 
County. He lives in the little Town of 
Hoopeston, where the street railroad busi- 
ness does not thrive. He is a lawyer, and 
not a speculator in stocks and bonds. Why 
should he blossom out as the author of a 
measure which Mr. Yerkes will accept if 
he cannot get anything better? 

If Allen’s bill were to pass there would 
be nothing between Yerkes and the rev- 


as the city grows—which he desires to gob- 
ble for an indefinite period, except the 
Council. That body has yielded to him 
often. He can expect it to yield to him 
again. The votes of only forty-six Alder- 
men would be needed, and there would bea 
big fund available to buy them up with. 

The passage of the Allen bill would be 
tantamount to threwing open the doors of 
the City Treasury and asking Yerkes to 
step in and help himself, What induced 
Allen to get up sucha bill? What spite has 
he against Chicago? Or what special 
affection has he for Mr. Yerkes? 

According to Allen he drafted his bill 
because he became convinced that twenty 
years was not a long enough lease of life 
for a street railroad company. How did he 
happen to reach that conclusion? It could 
not have been the result of a study of the 
street railroads of Hoopeston, for it has 
none. It could not have been the result of 
a study of the street rdilroad systems of 
Chicago, for they have thrived under the 
twenty-year dispensation. 

Allen must have taken Yerkes’ word for 
it that twenty years was not enough. For 
he is a believer in Yerkes. Why he should 
be uo one can tell. Probably they never 
met before the Legislature convened. It 
may be that some of the disreputable city 
members, who have been doing missionary 
work for Yerkes among the countrymen, 
brought him into camp. 

There he has remained. He is one of the 
twenty-nine who voted for the Humphrey 
bills. Others were stampeded. He re- 
mained “ on the burning deck.” He is still 
true to Yerkes. That person “ inspired ” 
the Allen bill. 

For that reason, if for no other, every 
self-respecting member should vote against 
Allen’s scheme. It is tainted. “ The trail 
of the serpent is over it all.” No member, 
and .especially no Cook County member, 
can vote for the Allen bill to rob the city 
for Yerkes’ sake and retain an unspotted 
reputation. 


DEMAGOGUE CANNON’S AMENDMENT. 

Senator Cannon has offered an amend- 
ment to the tariff bill providing for the 
payment of a bounty on certain agricultural 
exports—a cent a pound on cotton, 2 cents 
on tobacco, 10 cents a bushel on wheat, 
ete. 

The brief remarks he made when he of- 
fered this amendment consisted chiefiy of 
three glaring falsehoods. He alieged, first, 
that the pending bill offered no protection 
to agricultural staples. That bill imposes 
on every agricultural product except cotton 
_duties which are as high as or higher than 
those imposed on manufactured goods. 
The products of the American farmers are 
protected against those of Canada on the 
one side and Mexico on the other. And if 
more distant countries were to attempt to 
ship wheat or flour here the duties imposed 
are sufficient to keep those products out. 

“The passage of the bill without any 
protection to the farmer,” stated the Sen- 
ator, “would be a rank injustice.” But 
the bill is filled with protection for the 
farmers, both directly and _ indirectly. 
Their dairy products, their fruits, and 
their poultry are protected along with their 
breadstuffs and their cattle and meats. 

“The passage of the bill would be a rank 
violation of the pledge the victorious party 
made in its platform,” the Senator asserted. 
The platform contains no pledge to pay 
any bounties to the producers of surplus 
agricultural products. No member of the 
party ever indorsed any such proposition, 
Cannon is not a Republican and cannot 
speak for that party. 

The bounties Cannon proposes to pay 
would amolint, on the basis of the,exporta- 
tions of last year, to 60 million dollars. 
Where is the money to come from to pay 
the bounties with? The receipts frontgps- 
toms duties last year were 147 millions,” If 
Cannon’s bounty scheme had been in force 
last year it would have taken 40 per cent 
of the duties on imports to pay the bounties 
on exports. Then the deficit would have 
been 8814 millions instead of 281, millions, 

If the revenues of the government are to 
be drawn on to the tune of thirty millions 
a year to pay bounties to the cotton ex- 
porters alone, then the duties and interna] 
revenue taxes of the Senate tariff bill are 
not high enough and the people will have 
to be called on for still heavier contribu- 
tions. 

Or does Senator Cannon prefer that the 
government should issue irredeemable 
greenbacks to pay these bounties with? Or 
does he want them paid in cheap silver, 
which would cut them down one-half? He 
has not a word to say about where the 60 
millions which will be needed at the outset 
are to come from. 


GROSVENOR AND THE WOOL SCHEDULE. 

Senator Aldrich in his speech cpening the 
debate on the tariff bill said: 

It was, I believe, thoroughly understood through- 
out the country in the last political campaign that 
if the Republican party should be again itntrusted 
with power no extreme tariff legislation would 
‘follow. It was believed that in the changed con- 
ditions of the country a return to the duties im- 
posed by the act of 1890 would not be necessary, 
even from a protective standpoint. 

That is the position taken by the Senator 
and it is the true situation, and, asa logical 
consequence, a large number of scheduled 
duties that were too high in the House bill 
| have been modified by the Senate commit- 
_ tee to make them conform to the actual con- 
ditions. But along comes General Grosve- 
nor of Ohio with the declaration that the 
Senate bill cannot pass the House, or, if it 
does, it will not have the vote of Grosvenor. 
He appears to be “particularly excited 
over the wool schedule,” and “ does not like 
the action of the Senate in cutting down the 
House rates on first and second class wool 
from 11 and 12 cents to 8 and 9 cents.” 
And then he “ announces without hesita- 
tion that he will vote against the Senate 
schedule and vote against the whole tariff 
bill if the Senate figures remain in it.” 
What Grosvenor wants is to restore the 
wool duties of 1890, and he pretends the 
Ohio wool-growers insist on those duties, 
and that if they don't get them there will 


enue of three millions a year—increasing . 


those high duties in 1890 and what was the 
result? It is common knowledge that forty- 
nine out of every fifty of the sheep-owners 
of Ohio were injured, and the fiftieth man, 
who was benefited, was angry because his 
benefits were not greater. The forty-nine 
made a little more money on their wool but 
got much !ess than before for the mutton. 
and lambs, because their market was inun- 
dated with cheap mutton from New Mex- 
ico and other semi-arid regions where the 
sheep-raising industry had been stimulated 
by the high duties. The elections in Ohio 
in 1890 and 1592 do not show that the sheep- 
raisers were enthusiastic over what had 
been done for them, and there is no reason 
why they should have been. The high du- 
ties, by which Grosvenor announces he will 
stand or fall, are not for the benefit of the 
wool-growers but the ram-raisers, the few 
men who raise blooded rams and who ship 
them out to the ranchmen in the West to 
improve the sheep stock there. 

Who is Grosvenor that he should go about 
croaking like a bullfrog because it is sug- 
gested that the duties on wool be reduced? 
Congress should go even farther and cut 
down the rates to 4 or 5 cents. That 
would be high enough. The people of Ohio, 
outside of the ram-raisers, are not repre- 
sented by Grosvenor. They believe in the 
policy laid down by Senator Aldrich, which 
is the true policy to be followed at this time. 


MUST HAVE A FAIR APPORTIONMENT. 

The Lorimer-Hertz-Pease crowd went? 
down to Springfield some time ago and de- 
manded a rearrangement of the legislative 
and Congressional districts in Cook County 
on lines that would suit their personal in- 
terests. They presented a scheme which 
would provide two of them with seats in 
Congress and enable the trio to control the 
legslative districts and the Republican 
nominations made therein. The attempts 
of these people to get a “ personal ” aj»por- 
tionment were beaten fairly and squarely 
some days ago, but they renewed them 
again this wéek and have been beaten 
again. When they found out a majority 
of the Republicans in the Legislature was 
against them they ought to have quit. In- 
stead of doing this it is declared now that 
they have determined there shall be no 
reapportionment and that the present ap- 
portionment of 1893 shall remain in force, 
This would enable the minority in the State 
to control the Legislature and elect a ma- 
jority of the Congressional delegation. 
Such a course of action is exactly what 
might be expected of such men. When all 
the damage they have done to the Repub- 
lican party in the past is considered, it is 
not at all surprising that now they should 
try to inflict an injury which will run per- 
haps for twenty years tocome. But these 
men, even though they are backed by sume 
of the Senators and Representatives from 
Cook County, must not be allowed to injure 
the Republican party in the manner pro- 
posed. The Republican State Central com- 
mittee stated the case correctly when it 
adopted at its meeting on Tuesday the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Whereas, The Democratic party, during the 
period of its transitory power in the State of 
Illinois, made an unfair and unjust reapportion- 
ment of the State into Senatorial and Congressional 
districts; and, 

Whereas, The people of this State did at the 
recent election express their decided and em- 
phatic disapproval of said reapportionment; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this committee 
that the Legislature of the State, at its present 
session, should make a new Senatorial and Con- 
gressional apportionment of the State, and that 
such apportionment should be made with a view 
to fairness and justice to the whole people of the 
State. 

Only eight legislative days of the session 
yet remain and no reapportionment bill has 
been passed, and these jealous obstruction- 
ists are striving to prevent the passage o* 
any bill. It is about time for the Governor 
to step in and take strong ground aguinst 
these Chicago marplots. They are seeking 
to do the party an intolerable injury and 
continue in force an apportionment which 
will throw the Legislature to the Demo- 
crats in 1901, even if the Republicans 
should carry the State by 20,000, and make 
possible a gerrymander which will insure 
further Democratic success for years to 
come, 


A STORY OF HORROR. 

When Mr. Calhoun went to Cuba as 
commissioner, appointed by the President 
to investigate the murder of Dr. Ruiz, an 
American citizen, and incidentally to supply 
the President with information as to the 
situation in the island, he was accompanied 
by Mr. Charles M. Pepper, correspondent 
of THe Cuicaco TRIBUNE. Mr. Tepper 
is one of the most cautious and conservative 
of correspondents. He has had long and 
varied experience and anything which he 
says can be relied upon as truthful and un- 
sensational. He is so careful in his state- 
ments that the reader may be confident not 
alone that the situation is as bad as he 
makes it out, but presumably that it is 
even worse. 

With this introduction to Mr. Pepper 
every reader of THe TrrisuNeE should study 
his letter, which appeared in its last issue, 
upon the military policy of Weyler and what 
the war between Spain and Cuba rvally 
means. No one will doubt after its reading 
not only that war exists, but one of the 
most brutal, cruel, and savage wars which 
have been known in the accursed history of 
that cruel nation, not excepting the horrors 
of the days of the Duke of Alva, who finds 
a fitting companion in Butcher Weyler. 

Foiled in his attempts to draw the poorly 
armed and equipped insurgents into the 
open field, where they would be confronted 
by overwhelming numbers, Weyler has 
made hideous savagery his military policy. 
In the pursuit of this policy hospitals are 
set on fire after the patients and nurses 
have been killed. The peasants and vther 
pacificos have been taken from the fields 
and herded into small towns, where they 
have no sustenance and are starving to 
death. Political offenders—that is, those 
who sympathize with free Cuba and are 
presumed to manifest that sympathy by not 
taking up arms and serving'in the Spanish 
army—are deported weekly to the penal 
colony of Ceuta on the African coast, to 
remain for life or many years in cHains or 
at hard labor with convicts, outcasts, and 
murderers. Women are exposed to the 
lust of Spanish soldiers and even children 
are not spared. In a word, Weyler’s war 
policy is the policy of starvation, deporta- 
tion, depopulation, assassination, outrage, 
and arson. we 

Mr. Pepper in support of his statements 
gives the official statistics. He furnishes 
the official list of the deportados with their 
terms of exile, the detailed statement of 
the burning of bahias, or palm tree huts, 
and the capture and killing of families of 
women and children as they seek to escape 
from their blazing homes, He shows us a 
Spanish Colonel entering Madruga with 
hundreds of bodies of his victims exposed 
a& a public spectacle. He cites the num- 
ber of deaths by starvation in different 
localities and the number of women and 
children macheted by Spanish troops. Ina 


‘by stagvation, fire, and massacre of 


word, Weyler is seeking to depopulate Cuba

pacificos. The insurgents are out of his 
reach, except when they swoop down from 
the mountains and take bloody revenge. 
Their only consolation is the knowledge 
that for every pacifico starved or slain a 
Spanish soldier is carried off by disease. 

And all this work of horror is going on 
within sixty miles of our doors. The last 
administration was the friend and ally of 
Spain. The present administration has got 
as far as bread poultices. When will it 
learn that the most horrible war ever 
known, a war worse than any ever waged 
by Apaches or Ashantees, is going on in 
Cuba? When will it say to Spain in lan- 
guage it will not fail to understand that 
this horrible work must stop?

WHEN BUSINESS DEPRESSION BEGAN 

In his opening speech on the tariff Sen- 
ator Aldrich said, among other things: 

The majority of the committee believe that if a 
thorough revision of our revenue laws such as is 
contemplated by the House bill is necessary it 
should be carried out in a conservative spirit and 
that such a moderate and reasonable measure 
should be adopted as will insure a much greater 
degree of permanence to our tariff legislation. 
Frequent revisions of the tariff are productive of 
long periods of uncertainty and arrested develop- 
ment. The radical change in policy in 1894 proved 
disastrous to the business interests of ‘the coun- 
try. 

Tue TRIDUNE agrees in the main with 
Senator Aldrich’s statement and would 
only take exception to that part of it in 
which he says “ the radical change in policy 
in 1894 proved disastrous to the business 
interests of the country,” that being the 
year of the passage of the Wilson-Gorman 
tariff bill. The trouble began much earlier 
than that. On the day after the election 
of 1892 all business-men, regardless of their 
political views, understood there was to be 
a change in the tariff policy of the govern- 
ment and that the party in puwer was 
pledged to move in the direction of free 
trade. How far it would go was not cer- 
tain until after the passage of the bill, but 
they were certain changes would be made. 
Manufacturers and importers, understand- 
ing this, began to trim their sails accord- 
ingly. Importers knew that if they brought 
in large stocks of goods under the higher 
duties they could not dispose of them except 
at a loss when the duties were reduced and 
the cheaper goods came in. Manufactur- 
ers, both Republicans and -Democrats, un- 
derstood that if they manufactured in ad- 
vance large quantities of goods they could 
not dispose of them at existing prices be- 
cause of the cheaper goods from abroad. 
So, little by little, they began to make prep- 
arations accordingly. 3 

The same was true in the case of the little 
shopkeepers. They did not care to buy 
when they knew the same goods would be 
cheaper in the immediate future. So, long 
before the Wilson tariff bill was passed, 
manufacturers and importers found it dif- 
ficult to dispose of goods on hand at the 
prices ruling in 1892. Retailers did not 
care to be. stuck with these goods and con- 
sumers were in no hurry to buy. So prices 
began to fall. Wages did not fall at first, 
but there was less employment. Manu- 
facturers began to slacken up long before 
the tariff bill was introduced. 

Then came the silver panic, due to the ap- 
proaching slump in the currency. There 
was a sudden, sharp fall in the price of 
wages and a scarcity of employment. But 
the beginning of this creeping paralysis 
was in November, 1892, nor will the period 
of arrested development which the 
country has suffered more or less since that 
time cease as soon as the new tariff bill has 
been passed, for, as Mr. Aldrich explained 
and demonstrated by the figures, the coun- 
try is being stocked up with all kinds of 
goods in view of the coming increase in 
duties. As Mr. Aldrich says: 

The statistics justify the belief that there can be 
no revenue from the wool duties during the fiscal 
year 1898, except possibly a small amount from 
third-class wools. The estimate of $14 000,000 in- 
crease from woolen goods is equally erroneous. 

The same condition exists, in lesser degree, per- 
haps, with reference to other schedules. Instead 
of an increased revenue from tobacco we may 
more safely count upon a decrease in the first 
year: the increase from sugar will be much less 
than the Ways and Means committee’s estimates, 
owing to the fact that one-quarter of the year’s 
supplies of raw sugar will probably be imported 
before any new rates of duty can be applied to 
them. 

Until these stocks of goods are worked 


off there can be no active revival of indus- 
try, and the longer the final passage of the 
bill is delayed the greater will be this ac- 
cumulation of goods. ‘Therefore there is 
all the more necessity for haste and Mr. 
Aldrich is to be applauded when he says: 

“It is my purpose to keep the bill con- 
tinuously before the Senate to the exclusion 
of all other legislative business until it is 
finally disposed of, and in this I shall ex- 
pect the hearty codperation of Senators on 
both sides of the Chamber.” 

NO POWER TO FIX RATES. 

The decision of the Supreme Court to the 
effect that Congress has not conferred on 
the Interstate Commerce Commission the 
power to fix railroad rates was made ina 
Chicago case, and puts an end for the time 
being to the hopes the merchants and man- 
ufacturers %f this city have entertained of 
enjoying a Southern trade to which they 
are legitimately entitled. The same decis- 
ion which shuts them out shuts out also the 
merchants and manufacturers of Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Grand Rapids, Milwaukee, 
and intermediate places. . 

When Chicago business-men, reflecting 
on the fact that this city was nearer Knox- 
ville or Atlanta than New York is, de- 
cided they would compete for the trade of 
those cities it did not take them long to dis- 
cover that while the distances: were in their 
favor the railroad rates were not. The fol- 
lowing table explains the situation:

To Knoxville ..... 560

The railroads south of the Ohio were 


urged to reduce their rates. They refused 
todoso. Then the Interstate Commission 
was appealed to. It investigated the mat- 
ter thoroughly. It was contended on be- 
half of the roads that the rates to Chicago 
were not unreasonably high and that the 
rates to New York were made so low be- 
cause of the water competition. 

The commission decided that the Chi- 
cago rates were too high and ordered the 
roads to reduce them. They declined, Then 
suit was brought against them in the United 
States Circuit Court at Cincinnati to en- 
force compliance. The court ruled against 
the commission and its position has been 
sustained by the Supremé Court. 

The decision of the court should have 
taken no one by surprise. For it has inti- 
mated pretty clearly in opinions rendered 
in other cases that it did not think the com- 
mission had the power to fix rates. Some 
of the commissioners had hoped for a more 
favorable result, but they never were justi- 
fied in entertaining those hopes. 

What is there for the commission to do, 
since it cannot fix rates? The Supreme 
Court answers that question as follows: 


Unquestionably the commission has most tm- 
portant duifes in respect to the matter of rates. 
t is charged with the general duty of in 


and complete information as to the manner in 
which such companies are transacting their bus- 
iness. And with this information it is charged 
with the duty of seeing that there is no viola- 
tior of the long and short haul clause; that there 
is no discrimination between individual shippers. 
and that nothing is done by rebate or otherwise to 
give preference to one against the other; that 
no undue preference is given to one place against 
another, but that in all things that equality of 
right which is the great purpose of the inter- 
state commerce act shall be secured to shippers. 


But evidently the commission has not the 
power to alate the discrimination which is 
depriving this and other places of the South- 
ern trade to which they were entitled and to 
which New York is not. The commission 
is willing to give relief, but it is powerless 
and will be so as long as the law remains as 
it is. If a road discriminates between two 
shippers it can intervene. It cannot when 
a city with nearly two million inhabitants 
is the object of discrimination. 

As the case stands the railroads alone 
can provide a remedy and they will not. 
They ought to do so in their own interest. 
They. would get more business and thus 
make more money if they would reduce 
rates which are now practically prohibitory. 
But they persist in their discriminations. 

It is evident that if the interstate com- 
merce law is to be of any value it must be 
amended in such a manner as to give it 
some virility. It has been on the statute 
books many years and has accomplished 
very little. A few persons have been pun- 
ished for violating its provisions. Some 
small discriminations may have been pre- 
vented by it. But the hopes which were 
entertained when the law was enacted of 
the great benefits it was to confer on.the 
public have come to naught. 


A SILLY WAR SCARE. 

The Chicago Chronicle is of opinion that 
if we should go to war with Spain it would 
become necessary to make a loan, and that 
the free silverites, by causing delay in the 
authorization of the loan, could force a run 
on the Treasury, which, wigh a war in 
progress, would bring the country down to 
a silver basis. It adds: 

It is reported that Mr. Gage is alive to this 
danger and that hé has warned the President and 
his associates of the Cabinet that the coun'ry 
would be forced to the silver basis probably by 
the mere preparation for war, but certainly with'n 
@ very short time after the commencement of 
hostilities. 

Tus Trisune does not believe the re- 
port as to the action of Mr. Gage or as to 
his views in case of war with Spain. There 
is no danger ef such an outcome except 
upon the presumption of wickedness and 
treachery upon the part of Congress and 
the Executive, which are past belief. It 
can be said with some degree of truth that 
if there should be a war with Spain, «af a 
hundred millions were necessary to defray 
the initial expenses, and if Congress were 
to vote, and the President should concur in 
it, to issue a hundred millions of irredeema- 
ble greenbacks to raise the necessary 
money, there is little doubt there would bea 
currency slump, for behind this first issue 
of one hundred millions the people would 
be inclined to see more issues of a similar 
kind. Greenbacks would not only fall be- 
low gold par, but below par on a silver basis. 

But who can imagine that this Congress 
would do anything of the kind? There 
are men like Vest, as well as most of the 
Southern Democrats and Western free sil- 
verites, who would be glad to see a new 
issue of irredeemable greenbacks, expect- 
ing as the outcome of it free coinage and 
the silver baals. But Congress would not 
do anything of the sort. If five hundred 
millions in gold, for instance, were needed, 
it would authorize the President to sell five 
hundred millions of gold bonds at par at 
4 per cent, running for twenty to forty 
years. The government would get all the 
gold it wanted and the bonds would sell 
above par. It would be no trouble to get 
the gold from England, France, and other 
countries. If it happened that England 
and France allied themselves with Spain 
against us, it would only make the matter 
a little harder. We should have to hustle 
some in the protection of our coasts with 
battleships, with forts manned with big 
guns, and with torpedoes, but this in the 
end would be a national blessing and the 
money would be well spent. When it 
came to getting the gold we could raise it 
by paying a little more interest—5 instead 
of 4 per cent—because the world, knowing 
the boundless resources of this great re- 
public, would want the bonds as a good 
and sure paying investment. France got 
through its war with Germany without any 
material financial trouble, though it had 
no greenbacks and the Bank of France 
notes for a short time were below par. If 
France could do this and maintain itself, 
who will say or believe that the United 
States would go to a silver basis as the 
result of war with a broken down, played 
out, bankrupt old creature like Spain? 


THE hocus-pocus treatment of the gas 
bills by the Senate leaves the publicin some 
doubt as to what has really happened be- 
yond the one essential fact that the inter- 
ests of Chicago have been wholly disregard- 
ed. The Senate defeated the two bills when 
they first came up by a decisive vote and 
there was a sigh of relief from the public 
over the evidence that the Senate had done 
a creditable act and one indicating honest 
purposes. Then was inserted in the pro- 
ceedings the decision to reconsider the vote, 
followed yesterday by the passage of both 
bills by a vote as markedly in their favor as 
it was against them at the first instance. 
This change of front was anticipated by 
the explanation that the whole affair was 
being manipulated asa stock-jobbing specu- 
lation. The bills were first defeated, it was 
declared, in order to send down the price 
of gas stock. Then the Senators in the 
combine were to buy up this stock heavily 
and actually did so buy it, according to the 
reports, in the expectation that the stock 
would go up when they passed the bills. 
The stock, it appears, failed to move ac- 
cording to schedule, ahd went down when 
it should have gone up, with the result that 
several Senators are reported to have been 
badly “‘ burned” in the deal. It is to be 
hoped this was the fact. But that is a 
minor consideration compared with the 
revelation that the Senate could stoop to 
such vile practices as to juggle deliberately 
with important legislation and finally enact 
into laws measures so thoroughly opposed 
to public interests. The gas companies hy 
these bills are given permission to consoli- 
date and add millions to the value of their 
stock, and yet no compensation is allowed to 
the city. 


LAST week the Senate defeated the pri- 
mary election bill. Yesterday the bill was 
passed, receiving thirty-six votes. The 
probabilities are that “the machine” al- 
lowed the bill to slip through the Senate at 
this late day in order to let it die in the 
House. Hertz, Lorimer, and Pease and the 
lesser lights of ‘‘ machine” politics do not 
want the primary system bettere® and do 
not intend it shall be. Any reform in that 
direction shakes the foundations of their

Importation of German Wild Birds, 


In the years 1889 and 1892 a society in Port- 
land, Ore., introduced 400 pairs of songbirds 
from Germany into that State at an expense 
of little more than $2,000. Of these the plain 
and blackheaded nightingales have proba- 
bly become extinct, because few of them 
survived the long trip and none have since 
been seen, but the other species have multi- 
plied with great rapidity, especially the sky- 
larks, which rear from two to four broods 
every year, so that the whole Willamette 
Valley, from Portland to Roseburg, ts full 
of them. Besides these there are black 
starlings, wood larks, song thrushes black 
thrushes, goldfinches, chaffinches, ziskins 
greenfinches, bullfinches, crossbeaks, robin 
redbreasts, linnets, singing quails, goldham- 
mers, and forest finches.

- Indeed, it 
would seem from the testimony already in 
the hands of the police that the discovery 
of any relic at all of Mrs. Luetgert’s morta] 
self is a mere accident.

ce. It has also appeared that in this 
yat the woman's rings were found, as-well 
as the scraps of human body already re- 
ferred to. Since then the experts have been 
experimenting with the effects of various 
solutions of caustic soda upon animal mat- 
ter, and it is said that they have reached 
conclusions that are thoroughly startling. 

They will be able to show that it is com- 
paratively easy to disintegrate an animal 
body, flesh and bones, within the space of 
two and at most three hours. And, what is 
still more remarkable, the resulting solution 
will be of such a character that it can readily 
run-through a small drain, leaving nothing at 
all behind to tell the tale of what was once 
a solid mass in the receptacle. 


Quick Work,of Caustic Soda. 


Speaking of this phase of the matter yes- 
terday Mr. Delafontaine said: 

“Tt is a simple experiment which any one 
can perform in his kitchen. Iiet him puta 
piece of flesh and some bone in a strong 
golution of caustic soda and watch the re- 
sults. He will find not only that the flesh is 
goon dissolved, but that the bones, though 
retaining their original shape for a time, 
can be crushed in the fingers.’’ 

This explains why the police are so con- 
fident now, notwithstanding they have been 
unable after the most thorough search to 
find anything but mere fragments of bones.

Vincent Finds Red Spots.

Theories for the Defense. 

Upon returning to the vats Justice Kers- 
ten Was shown the steampipes, and the 
epecial counsel from Kenosha, who has had 
charge of the search for Mrs. Luetgert, 
suggested that it was impossible for the 
caustic alkali to have flowed into the drain, 
inasmuch as one section of the drain was 
about two feet below the level of the vat’s 
bottom. He suggested, too, that stuff as 
strong as described would have eaten away 
the pine floor. 

Various experiments with a lantern were 
tried, by which the lawyers for Luetgert 
expected to demonstrate that the base- 
ment was flooded with light, but which, 
from across the street, through the small 
windows at the sidewalk’s level, failed to 
bear out the theory. 

The party passed around through the en- 
gine-room, dooked at the massive boilers, 
went out in the yard to the salthouse and 
elsewhere. 

In the salthouse, Charles, who was the 
Vice-President of the Luetgert Sausage 
company, humorously suggested that a pair 
of overalls and old rubber boots found there 
indicated that a man had disappeared. His 
attempt at humor seemed to be unappre- 
ciated. 

Much stress was laid by the lawyers for 
Luetgert on the statement that the old 
watchman could have got into the south part 
of the factory by going up a flight of stairs 
into the second story and thence down to the 
office floor by another flight. 


McEwen in Repartee. 

This caused Mr. McEwen to remark that 
Watchman Bialk could also have enterea 
the factory, after the entrance generally in 
use was barred, by crawling through an up- 
per window or down the smokestack. 

Another point which the aceused man’s 
lawyers sought to make was when a mix- 
ture of soap and other stuff was pointed out 
in one of the vats, Charles said, it was custo- 
mary to make experiments at night, and he 
thrust his hand tn the soap-like mixture. 

The cross-examination of Watchman Bialk 


‘ will be taken up this afternoon by counsel 


for the defendant. It is not expected that 
the finding of Chemist Delafontaine will be 
submitted to the magistrate before tomor- 
row, and possibly not unutil Saturday. 

It is the intention of the prosecution to

CAREER OF A FINANCIER. 


DR.G.H. GRIFFIN SHOWS NEW-YORK- 
ERS HOW TO PROMOTE. 


After Interesting Many People in 


Schemes in Which They Sunk 
Their Money He Departs from the 
City—Finds No Trouble in Market- 
ing Stocks and Bonds in Large 
Amounts—Is President of Asbury 
Park Water Company. 


New York, May 26.—[Special.]—Dr. G. H. 
Griffin is a promoter who promotes. He is 
said to have acquired a record and consid- 
erable money in Chicago during and imme- 
diately after the World's Fair, and he has 
just ieft New York with many thousands of 
dollars, some acquired from wise Wall street 
men, others from less astute people. His 
methods varied from starting a company 
on wind to acquiring control of genuine en- 
terprises. He had an office at 19 Broadway, 
and the companies he organized or became 
interested in include the Annaimo Coal Min- 
ing company of British Columbia, Central 
Islip Land and Improvement company of 
Long Island, Massapequa Land and Im- 
provement company of Long Island, West 
Asbury Water company, and the Panther 
Mountain Coal and Coke company of West 
Virginia. In addition to these corporated 
concerns he was interested in a syndicate 
which intended to build a railroad through 
the coal flelds of New Brunswick. It was 
with the latter scheme he first put in his 
appearance. 

George De Metz, a broker, invested $15,- 
000 in the railroad which was never built. 
Dr. Griffin next represented himself as the 
owner of large and valuable coal properties 
in British Columbia, and organized the An- 
naimo Coal Mining company of British Co- 
lumbia under the laws of West Virginia. 
Stock was issued to the amount of $3,000,- 
000, and bonds amounting to $1,500,000, He 
found little trouble in interesting investors 
into this scheme, and George De Metz, E. V. 
Machete, and others raised a sum of $2 000 
with which to send Dr. Griffin to London, 
where he said he could place the entire issue 
of the bonds. 


Guarantees the Bonds. 


The borids and stock were ordered printed 
in Montreal, and the Western Loan and 
Trust company of Montreal, believing the 
company was a well-known concern of al- 
most identical name, registered the bonds 
of the company and guaranteed the inter- 
est on them, amounting to $180,000 per year. 
The officers of the company followed the 
doctor to Montreal, where the bonds were 
signed. After being registered by the trust 
company they were sent to the Clydesdale 
Bank of London, where Dr. Griffin could sell 
them, but the trust company afterward be- 
came suspicious, sent an agent to British 
Columbia to investigate the property, dis- 
covered Dr. Griffin’s possessions were a 
myth, and a hasty cablegram prevented his 
selling the bonds to London investors. 

While working the coal deal the doctor be- 
came interested in the West Asbury Water 
company, Asbury Park, N. J., and agreed, 
with Machette, who was interested in the 
concern, to invest $50,000 in it as soon as he 
consummated the sale of the bonds of the 
coal company abroad. On the strength of 
this he was made President of the company, 
and obtained possession of $26,500 of the 
bonds of the concern. 


Obtains Control of Ball Electric. 

He obtained control of the Ball Electric 
company by hypothecating $10,500 of the 
water bonds and sold the rest while in Lon- 
don. The result of the financial methods 
of the President of the water company 
threw the concern into the hands of.a re- 
ceiver and Asbury Park people are without 
water. 

The trip abroad taken by Dr. Griffin was 
to be made productive in other channels. 
He became President of the Panther Moun- 
tain Coal and Coke company of West Vir- 
ginia. Prior to this the company had ar- 
ranged with the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company for the registration of an issue of 
$500,000 in bonds, which were sent to him in 
London. 

Hie found it difficult to sell the bonds and 
obtained a loan on them amounting to 
something like $50,000. The Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company has since received an 
inquiry from London as to the value of the 
collateral, but has washed its hands of 
the whole business. 

When the doctor disappeared four weeks 
ago there was due to his typewriter over 
$100 and to an office boy nearly $50, but he 
took time to sell his office furniture before 
going. 

The doctor represented himself as of Hu- 
guenot extraction, his father having been a 
Frenchman and his mother a Spaniard. 

He was very dark and swarthy, of fine 
presence and address. 


WARRANT OUT FOR CHAPLIN’S ARREST 


Millionaire Dry Goods Merchant Like- 
ly to Be Arrested for Refasing 
to Do Jury Duty. 


-_--- + - 


New York, May 26.—[Special.]—John R. 
Claflin, President of the H. B. Claflin com- 
pany, millionaire dry goods merchants, may 
be arrested tomorrow for repeated refusals 
to serve as a special juror.. A warrant for 
that purpose was issued today. 

Special Commissioner of Jurors H. W. 
Gray served notice upon the multi-million- 
aire merchant to appear for examination 
under the special jury law, but he did not 
respond in person. Instead he sent a letter 
to Commissioner Gray and with it submit- 
ted a certificate that he was under a doc- 
tor’s care after an operation for appen- 
dicitis. 

Mr. Claflin evidently thought one certifi- 
cate ought to cover a multitude of sum- 
monses. He received repeated notices to 
appear, but kept on ignoring them and.at- 
tending to the dry goods business on the 
strength of that one certificate. After many 
such notifications he sent this unconcerned 
letter, dated May 4: 

“Notice has been served upon me today 
to appear before you on Monday afternoon 
next. I am now living out of town, and 
should find it very inconvenient to call upon 
you at the time specified. I shall be glad if 
you. can excuse me from service at present.”’ 

This was too much for the officials to 
stand, and today Commissioner Gray ob- 
tained an order for the millionaire’s arrest 
from Justice Smith. The warrant was not 
served, but it was placed in the hands of 
a Deputy Sheriff, who said he would prob- 
ably serve it tomorrow. 

Mr. Claflin was at his place of business 
this afternoon. He did not know that he was 
likely to be arrested at any moment for his 
failure to comply with the new law con- 
cerning special jurors. 

“IT am here now, as you see, in my office, 
and my residence is at 23 East Sixty-ninth 
street. I shall go out of town today, but 
expect to return tomorrow... If they want to 
find me they know where I can be found. I 
am not going to run away.”

New York, May 26.—Mme. Calvé sailed 
on.the St. Paul today. She was looking 
well, though a great deal paler than usual. 
She explianed her intense whiteness by say- 
ing that “ sailing ’’ day was always a try- 
ing one for her. She was attired in a tailor- 
made suit of bhie and a miniature hat com- 
posed of Marguerites and green stuff. 

**Glad to get home?” she echoed. “ Yes 
and no. Glad to see home again, of course; 
regret to leave so many good American 
friends, and I have a great many American ‘ 
friends."" This with a winsome smile and 
the sparkle of her dark eyes.

BISHOP SEYMOUR SAILS FOR ENGLAND 


He Is Accompanted by His Coadjutor 
and Will Attend the Conference 
of Bishops. 


New York, May 26.—[Special.]—The Right- 
Reverend George F. Seymour, D. D., the 
Bishop of Springfield, Ill., accompanied by 
Mrs. Seymour, was @ passenger on the St. 
Paul, which sailed for Southampton today. 
The Right Reverend Charles R. Hale, Bishop 
of Cairo, IIL, the coadjutor of Bishop Sey- 
mour, was also a@ passenger. They are 
bound to England to attend the conference 
of the Bishops of the established church, 
which is given this year in particular be- 
cause of the landing in England of Augus- 
tine I., 300 years ago. Bishop Seymour said 
before sailing: 

“The congress !s to begin July 5, and will 
last a week. During that time the principal 
thing to be done is the appointment of com- 
mittees. The conference will then adjourn 
two weeks and close with another week’s 
labor. I will preach several times on the 
other side. On June 20 I will preach at the 
cathedral at Edinburg, at the request of 
the Deacon, and on Whitsunday, June 13, 
will preach in the church of his Grace, the 
Archbishop of York. In addition I am to 
address the conference on ‘The Prayer 
Rook—Its History.’ I have made the prayer 
book a life study. Bishop Hale was a chap- 
lain in the navy before and during the late 
war, and learned a great deal of Oriental 
life. He is the best posted man on the bench 
on that subject, and will talk of Oriental 
life at. the conference.”’ 


EXPENSE BILL BY JESSE GRANT. 


Wants $759 for His Attendance at the 
Memorial Exercises—Appro- 
priation Is _ $150. 


New York, May 26.—The City Controller 
today received a bill from Jesse Grant for 
expenses incurred by him in attending the 
ceremonies in connection with the dedica- 
tion of General Grant’s tomb on April 27. 

All the children of General Grant were 
guests of the city on that day, and $150 was 
voted to Jesse Grant to pay his traveling 
expenses from California to this city. The 
itemized bill furnished today was:

The story that Jesse Grant has, with some 
associates, cbtained a concession from the 
Mexican government for lands surrounding 
the famous hot springs of Tia Juana, across 
the boundary, and that the concession car- 
ried with it the privilege of running gambling 
devices on a large scale, including a lottery, 
is directly and officially denied. Colonel 
Fred D. Grant today received a letter from 
his brother Jesse which emphatically dis- 
claims any connection or knowledge of the 
scheme further than that an effort is on 
foot to provide hotel facilities for invalids 
who may come to the hot springs to use the 
waters of Tia Juana. 


DECLARE SALYATIONISTS A NUISANCE. 


Booth-Tacker Is Convicted, but Ap- 
peals the Case and Issues an 
Address. 


New York, May .- 26.—[Special.]—Com- 
mander Fredegick de la Tour Booth-Tucker, 
leader of salvation’s host in the United 
States, was convicted today of maintaining 
a public nuisance and of keeping a disorderly 
house—to wit: the Salvation Army head- 
quarters in West Fourteenth street. 
Whether it is a knockout blow is yet to be 
seen, for the case will be appealed. Bocth- 
Tucker issued a lengthy statement, arguing 
that the prosecution was persecution, and 
the verdict if allewed to stand would estab- 
lish a dangerous precedent. The limit of 
punishment for the offense is a fine of $1,000 
and a year’s imprisonment. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Hillyard’s Relatives Charge His In-~ 
sanity and Suicide to Chris- 
tian Science. 


New York, May 26.—[Specital.]—Christian 
science, according to his relatives, is re- 
sponsible for the tragic end of Charles 
Kemble Hillyard, who killed his 13-year-old 
son and himself in Brooklyn yesterday. 

‘“*My brother,” said John Hillyard today, 
‘“‘was a level-headed man until he joined 
the Christian Scientists. Then he changed. 
The notions he absorbed at their meetings 
brought on the insanity which had such a 
fearful culmination. My brother spent 
much money on their publications.” 

Miss Catherine Wein, Hillyard’s sister-in- 
law, said: 

** When Mr. Hillyard began to show inter- 
est in Christian science I noticed a marked 
change in him. His wife was a Christian 
Scientist, and he joined the sect with her.”’ 

Mrs. Leonard, a prominent Christian 
Scientist, said Mr. Hillyard had attended 
very few of their meetings since his wife’s 
death. 


Strikers Win a Point. 


A break has occurred in the opposition the 
manufacturers have offered to the tailors 
now on strike. Thirteen employers, several 
of them among the largest in the city, 
yielded today to the demands of the strikers, 
and signed an agreement by which they hold 
themselves responsible for the actions of 
their contractors for a year. They employ 
seventy-five contractors to do their work, 
and through them 1,300 men. The con- 
tractors agree to give their help a ten-hour 
day .work by the week, and pay by the 
week on the scale formulated by the strikers. 
This is the first actual encouragement the 
strikers have had since they went out ten 
days ago. 

Seeley Diners Not to Be Tried. 


District Attorney Olcott announced today 
that the persons indicted for their partici- 
pation in the famous Seeley dinner will 
probably not be tried. He received numer- 
ous letters—many are signed by prominent 
people—urging him, in the interest of soci- 
ety, to allow the indictments to remain 
where they are. Among them are school 
teachers, who state that the publicity given 
the Seeley dinner has damaged the youthful 
minds of the community. So Messrs. See- 
ley, Rich, and Phipps will escape further 
punishment than the notoriety they have re- 
ceived already.

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FINDS WHAT BURGOO IS. 


CHICAGO COMMERCIAL CLUB MAKES 
A DISCOVERY AT CINCINNATI, 


Feast of Burgoo Is One of the Things 
in Store for the Members of the Del- 
egation and Many Don’t Know What 
It Is—Secretary Gage Does Not Ar- 
rive—Trip Up the Ohio River Is on 
the Program—Only Two Stops 
Made on the Trip. 


Cincinnati, O., May 26.—[Special.]—A re- 
ception committee of Cincinnati capitalists 
and a crowd of spectators watched in the 
Union Station here tonight for the arrival 
of the specia] train that brought in the mem- 
bers of the Chicago Commercial club. The 
train reached the station at 8:35 o’clock, 
twenty minutes late, and the moment it 
stopped the spectators boarded it to exam- 
ine the shining new coaches, and the deie- 
gation of Cincinnati capitalists hurried to 
welcomes the Chicago people. 

George M. Pullman, who besides being a 
member of the club had acted as a sort of 
sponsor for the new train, was the first of 
the delegation to alight. Behind him came 
Marshall Field, P. D. Armour, W. T. Baker, 
and then the remainder of the delegation. 
As each of the Chicago delegates descended 
from the train he was sought out by a mem- 
ber of the Cincinnati Reception committee 
and shown out of the station and across 
Third street to the entrance of.the Grand 
Hotel. Most of the Chicago delegates and 
the Cincinnati men who acted as a Recep- 
tion committee were already acquainted 
and required no introductions. 

In the crowd that waited at the station 
were a number of members of the Boston 
.Commercial club, which reached this city 
at 4o0’clock this afternoon, and are quartered 
at the Burnett. 


Only Two Stops Made. 


The trip of the Chicago delegates was 
made on the usual schedule time of the Big 
Four, but with only two stops—at Lafayette 
and Indianapolis. Dinner was served on 
the train, and there were nearly enough cars 
to allow one for every two delegates. “It 
was down hill all the way from Chicago,” 
said P. D. Armour, as he gathered up his 
grips and prepared to leave the station. 
‘** The new cars rode perfectly. Wecouldn’t 
have asked for a pleasanteér trip,’”’ said El- 
bridge G. Keith. 

Seven of the Chicago delegates, who, it 
was expected, would arrive on the special, 
will not come until tomorrow morning. 
They are A. C. Booth, W. G. Hibbard, A. A. 
Sprague, J. W. Doane, M. E. Stone, E. C. 
Watkins, John De Koen, and Stuyvesant 
Fish, President of the Illinois Central rail- 
road company, is also expected. 

Secretary of the Treasury Lyman J. Gage 
did not arrive tonight, but he is expected to 
be here at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 
He will arrive just in time to join the dele- 
gates from St. Louis, who will reach here 
tonight, and the Chicago, Cincinnati, and 
Boston delegates for a trip up the Ohio in 
the steamer Island Queen. 

The formal welcoming of the delegates 
by the Cincinnati club will occur on board 
the steamer, when President Lucien Wul- 
sin will make an address and tne President 
of the visiting clubs will respond. The trip 
on the river will last until 3 o'clock, when 
the delegates will land and take cars to 
Kirschheim, the home of J. G. Schmidlapp, 
on Walnut Hills. 

If business topics are seriously discussed 
at all during the visit of the delegates hare 
it will be on board the boat. Dinner is to 
be served at Kirschheim, and while tis is

To Have Burgoo,. 


The event of Thursday preceding the great 
banquet is a burgoo eating at Latonia. The 
greatest burgoo expert in Kentucky has 
been sent for to come down out of the hills 
in the eastern part of the State, and prepara- 
tions have been going on for several days to 
make the burgoo a steaming success. Not 
one of the Chicago delegates who arrived 
here tonight and saw that burgoo was on the 
program knew what it was. “They were in- 
formed that Secretary Gage was to take 
part in it, and that he is passionately fond of 
burgoo. 

Burgoo, according to the Kentucky 

formula, is a stew made out-doors in a huge 
iron cauldron and consisting of chickens, 
geese, ducks, and all obtainable kinds of 
game, boiled into soup together. Hunters 
have been scouring the Kentucky mountains 
for several weeks getting ready for the 
burgoo, which is to be fed to the Boston, 
Chicago, and St. Louis capitalists. The 
burgoo is always served out in tin cups and 
eaten with a pewter spoon, and this is to be 
one of the features of the burgoo at Latonia. 

The closing feature of the visit of the 
commercial clubs is to be a grand banquet 
at Dalvay, the great stone country house of 
Alexander McDonald, President of the 
Standard Oil company. The banquet is to 
take place in the music-room of the man- 
sion, and there all set formal speeches of the 
convocation of the four commercial clubs 
will be made. Dalvay is one of the finest 
homes in the State, and is located about 
three miles out of Cincinnati. 

The members of the visiting clubs will go 
from the banquet directly to their trains, 
and the Chicago delegation expects to be 
home in time for business hours on Satur- 
day. The special train will return over the 
Grand Rapids and Indiana road and the main 
line of the Pennsylvania. 


DEPARTURE OF THE CHICAGO PARTY.

Cincinnati. 


In Park Row Station at noon yesterday 
there were gathered thirty of the most 
prominent men of the city.

The contention was that 
an increase of the internal revenue tax 
would lessen the consumption of manu- 
factured tobacco, diverting it to the raw 
materials. That the manufacturers had ad- 
justed their business to the 6 per cent tax, 
and would be put to a heavy expense to 
change the sizes of plugs and packages, a 
change that would greatly disturb trade if 
it should be made. The only alternative be- 
sides reducing the sizes of plugs and pack- 
ages would be to use materials of an in- 
ferior quality. 

An argument upon which much stress was 
laid was that the effect of increased taxes 
on tobacco would be to concentrate the busi- 
ness in the hands of a few great firms. 

While the Senators asked several ques- 
tions, they gave no indications of whether 
the arguments of the tobacco men would re- 
sult in any change in the bill.

The earliest record in the department

KITES AS WEATHER INDICATORS. 


Will Enable Forecasters to Predict Six- 
teen Hours Earlier than at 
Present. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—The most sig- 
nificant development in weather forecasting 
for years, making it possible to forecast for 
a period at least sixteen hours longer than 
at present, and more accurately, has been 
attained by the Weather Bureau, and soon 
will bear practical fruit. This is the result 
of experiments with kites flown at distances 
one to two miles above the surface of the 
earth, which have been quietly conducted in 
this city for some weeks. Daily readings 
have been taken at this altitude, and the 
fact has been established that shifting of 
the wind occurs at a mile level above the 
earth’s surface from twelve to sixteen hours 
before the same change of direction occurs 
on the surface. ' 

The most imperfect part of weather fore- 
casts now is the prediction as to rain or. 
snow. Meteorologists for the last ten years 
have been impressed with the fact that 
future data as to storms must come from 
a knowledge of upper air conditions. The 
aeroplane investigations, as announced to- 
day, have reached that point where it can 
be safely stated that within six months the 
Government Weather Bureau for the first 
time in the history of any meteorological 
service can construct a telegraphic syn- 
chronic chart based on air conditions one 
mile above the earth. The chart will cover 
the conditions between the Alleghanies and 
the Rockies at the outset. Chief Moore says 
this step probably will mark a new epoch in 
the weather forecasting problem. 


RLOODS CAUSED BY DENUDED FORESTS 


Commission Calls Attention to a Dan- 
ger Which Menaces the 
United States. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—The Presi- 
dent has sent to the Senate the detailed re- 
port on forestry made by the committee of 
the National Academy of Science at the re- 
quest of the Secretary of the Interior. The

A circular has been issued over the sig- 
nature of George R. Nichols, which treats 


of the amendment of the rules which will be 
submitted for vote on Saturday. It contains the 
following: 

The law of the State of Illinois covering ‘‘ Con- 
tracts’’ provides among other things, that al} 
the terms of a contraet must be stated when the 
eontract is made. A contract is complete in itself 
the moment it is made, and no Board of Trude 
can alter its terms. In the practical application 
of this law to our style of trading in the wheat 
pit, we find: it impossible to use anything but the 
very shortest terms in stating what is incluced 
in our offers to sell or to buy, so that in<@rder to 
make our contracts complete, we are compelled to 
make the rules of the Board of of Trade a part of

ections are better

very recently these conditions have not 
been noticeable in the city trade. It has 
been a difficult matter for the small mer- 
chant doing a hand- -to-mouth business ty 
pay his bills, but times are said to be becom- 
ing easier with him, as city trade becomes 
more active with the approach of the sum- 
mer season. Country trade conditions have 
all along been better than those in the city. 
The market in drugs is slowly but steadily 
tending to a higher range of values. The 
long anticipated advance in quinine has 
taken place this week. American manu- 
facturers have advance ed prices 2c per ounce, 
which makes the jobbing price 20c per ounce 
on 100-ounce cans. W hile foreign manu- 
facturers are quoting the product a little 
under American manufac turers they are not 
entering any orders for immediate delivery. 


Tariff Is a Menace.

It has been a most potent factor 
in both volume of business and values since 
it first became a live issue. While the

Aldermanic attacks on the civil service 
law were temporarily postponed yesterday 
in accordance with the wish of Mayor Har- 
rison, who is desirous that the City Council 
keep hands off until the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion suit is settled one way or another. 
The Council Committee on Civil Service 
met at 11 o’clock in the morning with a large 
crowd, in which were Commissioners Kriius 
and Winston, present. Chairman Ballen- 
_berg had hardly called the committee to or- 
der and announced that the subjects for 
consideration were the Powers, Rogers, and 
Coughlin ordinances, introduced on Mon- 
day night, when Alderman Lyman put in 
an amendment to the Powers ordinance in- 
cluding in the list of exempted city em- 
ployés all laborers who receive $2.50 or less 
a day. 

Alderman Kahler attempted to fight this, 
but Aldermen Revere, Brenner, and others 
joined in the hue and cry, and the amend- 
ment went through swimmingly. 

Then Alderman Brenner had passed an 
amendment exempting the chief meat in- 
spector, and it looked for a minute as if an 
ordinance would be reported out of the com- 
mittee exempting about every job on the 
ctly’s pay-rolis. 

Alderman Duddleston managed to calla 
halt, however, by suggesting that if the 
committee kept on in the way.it hed begun 
the result would be a hotch-potch sort of 
an ordinance which would not stand the 
test of the courts or anything else. 

He moved a subcommittee of three be 
named to secure from the Corporation Coun- 
sél an ordinance exempting such positicns 
as might be deemed advisable, and the mo- 
tion was carried, Lyman and Revere alone 
voting against it. The Chairman named 
Duddleston, Brenner, and Portman as the 
subcommittee. It called at once on Cor- 
poration Counsel Thornton, and he prom- 
ised to have the ordinance ready by next 
Tuesday afternoon, the date to which the 
main committee adjourned. The ordinance 
will be a sort of composite of the three in- 
troduced in the Council on Monday night. 

Although the committee will probpably be 
ready to report at next Tuesday’s Council 
meeting, it is doubtful if it does so, as the 
Mayor is averse to any such action. 


AFTER NEW FILTER AND BOILER BIDS 


Special School Board Committee Pre- 
pares Specifications—Health De- 
partment Collects Statistics. 


The special Committee on Pure Water Sup- 
ply of the Board of Education met last even- 
ing and prepared a new set of specifications 
for bids for supplying water filters and 
boilers for the public schools. Bids will 
again be invited for water boilers for twenty 
schools similar to the apparatus used in the 
John Quincy Adams School. The bids will 
not be asked until next week. 

Commissioner Reynolds and Dr. Reilly 
of the Health Department are making a 
thorough examination of the sanitary condi- 
tions in public schools for the purpose 
of asce ng the actual amount of dam- 
age done by the use of impure water for 
drinking purposes. Up to last night nothing 
startling had been developed. 

Commissioner Reynolds said yesterday: 

*““If we are able to demonstrate to our sat- 
isfaction that the use of city drinking water 
in the public schools produces an increase 
of enteric diseases among the school chil- 
dren we will not hesitate to order an imme- 
diate shutoff of the city hydrants in public 
schools. 

Samples of water from the pumping sta- 
tions yesterday showed signs of sewage con- 
tamination, and Commissioner Reynolds ad- 

vised boiling all water for half an hour.

DIVISION ON SOUGHT CHANGE OF IN- 
TERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 


Western Managers Are Willing to Try 
New Conditions Proposéd by the 
Chicago Board of Trade and Other 
Business Organizations, but Eastern 
Men Are Hostile—Joint Traffic As- 
sociation Considered a Better Pro- 
tection than Legalized Pooling. 


Great diversity of opinion exists among 
railroad managers as regards the merits of 
the bill for the amendment of the interstate 
commerce law, submitted to Congress a few 
days ago by the Chicago Board of Trade 
and other business organizations of this 
city. 

Most of the Western managers do not like 
the idea of giving the commission the power 
to fix and enforce maximum and minimum 
rates, but do not object to submit the pooling 
contracts to the commission for approval or 
disapproval. They say the commission is 
not qualified to fix railroad rates. The mak- 
ing ef tariffs, they say, requires experienced 
men, who have studied rate problems for 
years. 

Yet most of the Western managers are 
willing to try the pooling plan of the Chi- 
cago bill. They think it will be much better 
than the present unrestricted competition 
and the constant rate wars. 

The Eastern managers, on the other hand, 
will bitterly oppose the adoption of the pool- 
ing provisions. They are willing to submit 
pooling contracts to the commission, to 
eliminate anything that might be consid- 
ered detrimental to the public interests, but 
they do not want the commission to interfere 
with the fixing of tariffs in any manner. 

Owing to the opposition of the leading 
Eastern roads, and especially the Vander- 
bilt and Pennsylvania lines, the amendment 
proposed is not believed to stand much 
chance for adoption by the present Con- 
gress. 

If the Eastern roads cannot secure the 
enactment of a law permitting unrestricted 
pooling, they prefer to have no pooling legis- 
lation at all, as under their existing joint 
traffic agreement they can still control rates 
in a measure.

RAISE THE RATE ON BINDING TWINE. 


Chicago and Northwestern and Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Roads Rectify 
Alleged Injustice to Themselves. 


An excuse has been found by the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul and Chicago and 
Northwestern railroads for making ma- 
terial advance in the rate on binding twine, 
of which large quantities are being shipped 
for the harvest season. 

The official classification which is used 
by the Eastern roads makes binding twine 
third class. The Iowa and Illinois classifica- 
tions rate binding twine fourth-class. This, 
these two roads claim, compels them to 
carry shipments of binding twine originat- 
ing east of Chicago at a much lower rate 
than is charged on shipments from _in- 
dustries located at their own stations. 

To prevent such injustice to themselves 
they have served notice that commencing 
June 15 they propose to have binding twine 
added to the list of such articles as take 
third class rating in less than carloads. 


HE RESIGNED BECAUSE OF POLITICS. 


Presbyterian Assembly Hears from the 
Work of Several of the Church 
Boards. 


Eagle Lake, Ind., May 26.—[Spectal.]—The 
two causes whose reports were considered 
by the Presbyterian General Assembly to- 
day were the Board of Foreign Missions, 
whose headquarters are in New York, and 
the Board of Publication and Sabbath School 
Work, with its offices in the Presbyterian 
Building in Philadelphia. Dr. J. Wilbur 
Chapman of Philadelphia read the report of 
the standing committee on the New York 
board and James Yereance of New York 
the report of the committee on the Philadel- 
phia board. Each Chairman thought that 
the cause which he presented was one of the 
most important if not the most important, to 
come before the assembly, and in the opin- 
ion of a large number of people the view of 
each man was correct. 

Dr. Chapman dwelt especially upon the 
spiritual side of the Foreign Board’s work 
and Mr. Yereance emphasized the business 
side of the Publication Board's work. The 
Foreign Board comes to the assembly with 
a debt of $97,000. The Publication Board has 
never reported a debt and in the language 
of the Secretary, Dr. E,. R. Craven. it never 
will report a debt. Mr. Yereance said in his 
report: 

‘Without taking a single dollar from the 
contributions of little child or wealthy donor 
for running expenses, the society not only 
puts dollar for dollar into the work, but 
makes every dollar you give larger out of the 
profits of its own labors. We think the whole 
church should know that while grandly serv- 
ing the church it is paying its own current 
expenses and blessing God for the opportu- 
nity for doing so.”’ 

The work of the Publication board, the 
report said, had been diminished on account 


of hard times less than had been anticipated. - 


The receipts of the Sunday-Schoo! Depart- 
ment were $13,611, a decrease of $5,357 from 
last year. Seventy-six missionaries. had 
been 
amounted to $13,330 less than last year, the 
total being $111,633. Operations had been 
carried on in twenty-two States and Terri- 
tories and schools organized or reorganized 
to the number of 1,327, a net decrease of 
twenty-six from 1895-'6. The number of 
teachers and scholars was 50,503. The pub- 
lication, or *‘ business ’’ branch of the boerd 
turned over $17,578 to the missionary branch, 
which had a present balance in hand of 

22,346. 

The Business Department reported sales 
of books, tracts, and periodicals had amount- 
ed to $312,050. Nearly 50,000 copies" of the 
Hymnal had been sold. 

The board's present capital was $341,726. 

The foreign missions report showed that 
receipts were as follows: From churches, 
$270,479; women's boards, $299,115; Sabbath 
schools and Young People's societies, $54,- 
049; legacies, $89,756; miscellaneous sources, 
$05,544. Unused appropriations and the sale 
of properties on the field increased the assets 
by $50,129. 

The total expenditures were $936,061, of 
which $57,621 was for administration and 
printing. 

The total debt amounted to $113,239, which 
was reduced by receipts from the anniver- 
sary reunion fund te a net debt of $97,454. 

The largest appropriations were made for 
work as follows: China, $174,607; India, 
$167,373: Japan, $78,145; South America, $S0,- 
080; Syria, $59,065; Siam and Laos, $71,114; 
Persia, $73,198: Africa, $41,385. 

The Presbyterian Building in New York 
stood the board in $929,885, of which $54,740 
belonged to the interest account and $14,203 
represented taxes. Loans on the building 
aggregated $610,000, and $17,054 had been 
received from rentals. The gifts .-made 
toward the building amounted to $270,393. 

The selection of Charles W. Hand of 
Brooklyn as Treasurer of the board was an- 
nounced. 

Mr. Wanamaker presided at One of the 
sessions today and spoke in Warsaw this 
evening. ‘Tomorrow evening Dr. Barrows 
of Chicago is to preach in the Auditorium. 
The popular meeting ‘tonight was in the 
interest of foreign missions. 

The cause of home missions, so far as 
men are concerned, was settled yesterday, 
but a forward step was taken today by the 
women, who changed the name of their 
agency from the Woman’s Executive com- 
mittee to the Woman’s Board of Home Mis- 
sions. The women are jubilant over this 
change, which they say will be much more 
easily understood by the people and is a 
recognition deserved in view of the splendid 
record which they have made in their school 
and missionary work. 

It is believed that at no distant day the 
women may feel that they can accomplish 
greater good for the church by becoming 
an independent agency with a distinct Board 
of Directors, elected by the assembly. 

At the request of the foreign missionaries 
the assembly today put the iron heel of dis- 
approval upon the professing native Chris- 
tians who come from foreign lands to solicit 
money either for their own education or to 
develop Christian enterprises in their native 
land. One convert to Christianity from the 
Jewish faith went to England from Persia 
to be educated. When he returned to Persia 
he wore a black broadcloth suit with a low 
cut waistcoat, showing a broad expanse 
of shirt front, in the middle of which was a 
glass diamond. His collar reached nearly 
to his ears. He wore a red necktie, paten: 
leather pumps, kid gloves, and a silk hat. 
He was so far above his people that he could 
not sit on the floor and take his food in his 
fingers as formerly. 

He returned to England, made an address

DRAINAGE TRUSTEES FIX CHANNEL'S 
COURSE THROUGH JOLIET. 


Mallette Wants Consulting @ngineer 
Cooley Dismissed and Serves Notice 
He Will Vote Against Giving Him 
Any More Pay—Mayor’s Letter Ask- 


ing Co-operation in Securing Fed- 
eral Legislation Referred—Eviction 


of Squatters Ordered.* 


After exhaustive discussion of the four 
routes proposed fcr that part of the drainage 
canal which is to pass through Joliet, the 
board yesterday selected the one known as 
route C. Work on it will be pushed at once 
and it is believed that the big waterway will 
be completed in the latter part of next year. 
Attorney Hayes was instructed to begin 
preparations for the condemnation of the 
land and the water powers, the engineer 
was directed to arrange the plans and speci- 
fications, and when the Engineering commit- 
tee has taken action the advertisements for 
bids for the work will be published. It Is 
intended there shall be no delay, further 
than that caused by the law which requires 
that the advertisement for proposals must 
be published sixty days. The route adopted 
is coincident with the Desplaines River, and 
of the four routes surveyed is the least 
costly. 

The letter of Mayor Harrison in which he 
asked the Drainage Board to coéperate with 
him in securing federal legislation to build 
a channel from the Calumet to Sag Bridge 
and turn the Hyde Park sewage into the 
canal at that point was referred to the joint 
committees on Federal Relations and En- 
gineering. 

Trustee Mallette wanted Consulting Engi- 
neer Cooley dismissed, and announced that 
he would vote against any further pay for 
that official. 

When the question of adopting a route 
through Joliet came up Trustee Mallette 
favored postponing action for another week 
to secure data on the relative im- 
portance of route D. He maintained that by 
adopting route C the board secured no ad- 


ditional water power to that at Lockport 


controlling works, while by adopting route 
D, or the bluff route, the board would create 
»2 000 horse power, which would be worth in 


- the market $300,000 a year to the board in 


the shape of income. He said the expense of 
route D would be from $200,000 to $500,000 in 
land damages, and he thought the revenue 
from the water power created would justify 
the expense. 

Trustees Braden and Boldenweck said the 
entire board, with the exception of Trustee 
Mallette, had long since settled upon route 
C as the least expensive and the most de- 
sirable. Trustee Mallette was the only one 
who voted against the adoption of route C. 

The contract for the dredging of the Chi- 
cago River was let to the Lyden & Drews 
company at 19 cents a cubic yard. 

The last two-weeks’ work on the canal 

was the smallest in the history of the board, 
only $2,874 being needed to cover the ex- 
pense. With the adoption of the tax levy 
bill by the Legislature the work will be re- 
sumed all along the line. 

The marshal of the district was directed 
to evict the squatters along the right of way 
in Will County.

OCTAVE THANET’S STIRRING STORIES 
OF EARLY IOWA LIFE. 


“The Missionary Sheriff” Is Fully Up 
to the Author’s High Standard— 
Pathos and Humor Combined with 
Healthful Sentiment—A Tender- 
Hearted Sheriff Who Is Still Manly 
and as Rough and Ready as the 
Genuine Article. 


NE would have to 
seek long among the 
feminine writers of 
the day to find a bet- 
ter story-teller than 
Octave Thanet. This 
Davenport author, 
whose realname is 
Miss Alice French, 
adds a rare com- 
mand of both humor 
and pathos to an un- 
usually high grade 
of artistic power. 
lier latest volume of 
storics, *‘ The Mis- 
sionary Sheriff ”’ 
(Tiarper), is in her best vein, and will in no 
wise disappoint her admirers. 

The six stories of which the book is com- 
posed are of uneven merit, but the good 
ones are so excellent that one forgives the 
author for the weakness of the others. in 
all these stories the same burly, yet tendér- 
hearted Sheriff, appears. Miss French calls 
her book a series of incidents in the life ofa 
** plain man who tried to do his duty.’’ She 
has highly idealized the character of this 
pioneer Sheriff, Amos Wickliff, but her 
idealization is so distinctly along the lines 
of manly human nature that she makes a 
very real and admirable hero of him. 

The first story, ‘‘ The Missionary Sheriff,”’ 
is the best of all, and the last in the book, 
“The Defeat of Amos Wickliff,’’ is almost 
its equal. Both these stories grip the heart 
and touch the spring of tears almost before 
one is aware. The first is the story of how 
a weak and erring youth, with a fond old 
mother in a distant town, gets himself into 
jail and is aided by the Sheriff in keeping the 
mother in ignorance of his plight. The

power of the story lies in the wonderful | 


skill with which the author has combined 
feminine tenderness with the rough, blunt, 
manly character of Wickliff. 

Octave Thanet has done what few women 
writers are able to do—she has made her 
hero tender without making him womanish. 
He is no emasculated Sunday-school efflor- 
escence ofa man. When excited he is liable 
to use big Ds, and he is neither a temperance 
man nor a non-combatant, nor anything 
else untrue to the rude pioneer life of which 
he-is a part. Not only in these surface de- 
tails, but in the motives that animate Amos 
Wickliff all through these stories, the author 
has caught the essentially masculine way 
of looking atthings. Asa result the Sheriff, 
in spite of his great size and good deeds, 
seems not only a genfleman, but a genuine 
flesh-and-blood man.

If the first story is the most pathetic, the 
second, ** The Cabinet Organ,” is the most 
humorous. Let no one repeat that time- 
stained libel-about a woman having no sense 
of humor after reading of Henriette’s suit 
against her neighbors, the Armstrongs, for 
playing on their cabinet organ by machine 
methods. The pathos of pride and the humor 
of rusticity are both in this story, with just 
enough romance to give it consistency and 
point. 

‘* The Hypnotist ’’ and “*‘ The Next Room” 
are both inferior to the others. Octave 
Thanet’s chief weakness is a tendency to get 
beyond the boundary of the believable in 
her incidents. This fault is especially no- 
ticeable in the story of hypnotism, in which 
a rich girl is made to submit to being car- 
ried off by a charlatan, and is only rescued 
by the too remarkably providential appear- 
ance of Amos Wickliff. The story loses the 
grip of credence from the first appearance of 
the hypnotic hocus-pocus, and it never re- 
gains it. 

The most thrilling story is the one with 
the Indians in it, entitled ‘‘ His Duty.’’ It 
becomes Amos’ duty to arrest a man who 
once committed a murder, but who is now 
living honestly and happily with his wife 
on a pioneer homestead. The stern determi- 
nation of the Sheriff to do his duty, the 
accumulated proofs of the man's present 
righteousness of life, the woman's trust and 
love, as well as her hospitality, all combine 
to heighten the effectiveness of the climax 
when the blow falls. Just as. Wickliff has 
concluded telling the man that-nothing can 
save him from prison an alarm of an Indian 
raid occurs.

Instantly the Sheriff's wits and forces are 
allied with fhe man who a moment before 
was his prisoner. The women and children 
are hidden in the attic. 
approach all the whisky in the house is 
placed on the table and the Sheriff drops irto 
it a deadly ‘‘ dope.’’ Relegating the other 
man to a back room, he awaits the savages

FOR A HOME OF ITS OWN. 


WOMAN’S CLUB HAS UNDER CONSID- 
ERATION TWO PLANS, 


One Is the Purchase of Handel Hall for 
$150,000—The Other Is the Proposi- 
tion ef an Unknown Friend Who Is 
Willing to Erect a Building in 
Congress Street, Opposite the Au- 
ditorium—Definite Action Postponed 
to Another Meeting.

If an ideal situation can be found, and an 
ideal building erected thereon during the 
two years which will efapse before the lease 
of the present quarters at 15 Washington 
street expires, the Chicago Woman’s club 
will have a permanent abiding place of its 
own. This conclusion was the result of a 
mass-meeting yesterday afternoon, when 
fully 600 club women met to talk over the 
plan to secure a woman’s clubhouse, 

The new President of the Woman’s club, 
Mrs. Marie C. Remick, presided. The first 
motion, made by a woman who writes for 
newspapers, was that the representatives 
of the daily papers should be requested to 
leave the meeting. A heated discussion fol- 
lowed, which the President stopped by call- 
ing for a rising vote, and the reporters were 
permitted to remain. 

The question of a woman’s club building 
was then taken up and discussed at length. 
Dr. Leilia Bedell, the first speaker, proposed 
two plans. One was the purchase outright 
of Handel Hall which, with its present in- 
come of $30,000, was offered to the club for 
$150,000. The other was the purchase of a 
property and the erection of a building. 

In either instance the property should be 
owned and controlled by a stock company, 
to be formed from members of the Chicago 
Woman's club. 

Dr. Julia Ross Low read an offer from a 
business-man, whose name was suppressed, 
but who, it was stated, was deeply interested 
in the welfare of the Woeman’'s-club, stating 
that a suitable building would be erected on 
the property. opposite the Auditorium, 1T- 
21 Congress street. It should consist of a 
six-story structure, two floors of which 
should be given up exclusively to the use 
of the Woman's club, and were to contain 
an auditorium, parlors, dining-room, and 
committee-rooms. The structure should be 
known as the Woman’s Club Building. 

These propositions were discussed by Dr. 
Leiiia Bedell, Bonnie Withrow Evans, Mrs. 
Coonley Ward, Mrs. Amelia Weed Holbrook, 
Mrs. Matilda Carse, and Miss Ada C. Sweet. 
Some of the speakers advised waiting until 
business should be better than now. 

AS a consequence the committee appointed 
at the annual meeting was requested to con- 
tinue its work of investigation of plans, etc., 
and new committees were appointed to con- 
fer with the various woman's clubs inter- 
ested. Dr. Leilia Bedell, Mrs. Coonley 
Ward, Mrs. Otto Matz, Mrs. Marie C. 
Remick, and Mrs. G. W. Plummer compose 
the main committee.

LOOKS FOR A TERRIBLE DISASTER. 


Labouchere Comments on the Over- 
leading of Transatlantic 
Steamships. ' 


London, May 25.—Mr. Labouchere in Truth 
comments upon a letter received from an 
American correspondent who asserts that 
there is great disparity between the number 
of passengers and the boats on the principal 
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Atlantic liners. The correspondent.says that 
during a recent trip he found the number 
of passengers not only very much in excess 
of the capacity certified by the Board of 
Trade, but out of all proportion to the boat 
accommodation of thé steamer. 

Truth says: “ Even if there were a suf- 
ficient number of boats the chance of safely 
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transferring 2,000 people in a sudden emer- 
gency is extremely remote. It looks as 
though the occurrence of some gigantic 
catastrophe in the passage from Liverpool 
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
